Vancouver, Sept. 22.— Jos. Martin, 
K.C., tonight inaugurated his cam- 
paign as independent and Asiatic 
league candidate for Vancouver by at- 
tacking both the Conservative and 
Liberal parties, particularly the lat- 
ter, and advocating the formation of 
a western Independent third party, 
consisting of the thirty-five members 
for Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Aiberta, 
British Columbia and Yukon. 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurier, if he wins at 
all, will go back with a greatly re- 
duced majority," said Mr. Martin, 
"and with 35 members not pledged to 
either party, Wostern Canada would 
hold the balance of power and there 
would soon bo an end to the liuiux 
of Orientals and the corruption and 
graft which has disgraced tho ruling 
party at Ottawa." 

He condemned Conservatives as 
well as Liberals on tho separate 
school question. Ho blamed Mr. Bor- 
den for accepting tho seven thousand 
dollar salary, and tho members of 
both parties for taking Increased In- 
demnity not only in the Commons but 
In the legislatures of the new pro- 
vinces, which was In tho form of a 
bribe and a price for their silence. 

Reviewing the record of the Liberal 
party since 189G Mr. Martin declared 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurier had broken 
every pledge and plank in tho plat- 
form adopted In tho convention of 
1S93, and upon which ho won tho 
election of 1896. Ills reversal of tho 
provincial rights principle alone war- 
ranted his overwhelming defeat, now 
that tho electors had the first oppor- 
tunity to pronounce upon his action 
in tho new provinces. Speaking of 
corruption, he declared the Conserva- 
tive ministers went out of office in 
1S9G poor men. Not so with the 
Laurier ministry if It is defeated. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier owed a duty to the 
electors to make Mr. Sifton and other 
suddenly rich members of his cabinet 
explain in what outside business they 
made their money. Ho know Mr. Sif- 
ton before he- became a cabinet 
minister, when he was so poor ho hnd 
to compromise a four thousand dol- 
lar judgment in Winnipeg held against 
him for a loan advanced. Referring 
to his recent speech before the Free 
Trade congress In London, Mr. Martin 
said: 

"I was surprised to find among rep- 
resentatives from all parts . f the Em- 
pire that I was the only Canadian 
guest. Sir Wilfrid Laurier holds a 
Cobden club medal; where was he? 

"Liberals had reversed their free 
trade policy, and adopted the protec- 
tion policy of the Conservatives, which 
benefitted' the east, but was unfair to 
the west which was not a manufactur- 
ing region. 

Mr. Martin . contrasted Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler's attitude on the recent stilled 
Inquiries at Ottawa with that of Sir 
John Thompson. who investigated 
charges of corruption by employing 
outside lawyers, not members of the 
party or house, and had McGreevy and 
Connelly jailed and Sir Hector Langu- 
vln expelled from his government. 

In again speaking of the corruption 
rampant in the Liberal party, and 
with further reference to Mr. Sifton 
Mr. Martin declared that Kir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Mr. Sifton had changed 
the law by giving to the minister alono 
powers which in tho Conservative re- 
gime were exercised only by the gov- 
ernment. "Suppose we found Hon. Mr. 
Fulton suddenly among us with half 
a dozen autos and a fine palace home, 
and the like, wouldn't we ask Mr. Mc- 
Brldo a few questions? Wouldn't wo 
demand to know from the responsible 
ministers how some of them suddenly 
got rich?" 



NEWS SUMMARY 



Ho characterized tho federal mem- 
bers as dummies, including Hon. Mr. 
Tomplemari, who with his Times had 
deliberately misrepresented tho truth 
of the Asiatic question by declaring 
tho veto of the Natal act was for im- 
perial reasons. Tho colonial ofllco 
wouldn't Interfere, suid Mr. Martin. 
Hut the real truth was, as tho records 
show, that Sir Wilfrid Laurier had in- 
serted a liberty clause in tho treaty 
directly contrary to the view of tho 
colonial secretary. While he, Mr. Mar- 
tin, was in England last month he 
heard the under secretary for tho col- 
onies In the House repeat that the 
Oriental question was solely a matter 
for the colonies affected. 

Speaking of local government he de- 
clared that Robert Kelly was tho 
leader of a worse thnn Tammany ring. 
Everything had its price, 

Referring to the last provincial elec- 
tion, Mr. Martin admitted that ho 
turned Conservative because tho Con- 
servative government was clean, while 
Mr. Macdonald was supported by tho 
Kelly brand of Liberals. "I know it 
that outfit got in power there would 
soon be little left of tho public do- 
main." His sallies at Mclnnes and 
Templeman convulsed the two thou- 
sand people who crowded the city hall 
to hear him. A little girl in white 
presented him with a bouquet of white 
roses with a card of appeal to save 
British Columbia "for tho children's 
sake." The girl was made the first lady 
member of the 'Asiatic Exclusion 
league.

OF CHOLERA VICTIMS 

. > 

Coffins Containing Bodies Are 
Stored in Woodshed at 
Cemetery 



St. -Petersburg, Sept. 22. — Cholera 
dead are being interred at Prcobraz- 
henskoe, which Is about an hour's dis- 
tance on the railroad from St. Peters- 
burg. A train of several coaches, 
carrying the mourners, and a dozen 
freight cars with the dead in coffins 
goes daily to this place. 

Tho scenes are. heartrending in and 
about tho chapel, where service is 
conducted day -and-night. Tho cof- 
fins aro of crude workmanship. They 
are made of spruce thickly coated 
with tar. The identification numbers 
of the patients aro marked with white 
paint. 

As coffin after coffin Is brought to 
the chapel tho women who have 
gathered there, singling out tho num- 
bers, betray franctic grief. In some 
cases a mad struggle is made to 
wrench off the lids and snatch a last 
look at tho dead. The scarcity ol 
grave diggers has caused a painful de- 
lay in the past few days. Ono hun- 
dred and fifty coffins containing 
bodies are now being stored in tho ad- 
joining woodshed. Some of tho mourn- 
ers have been waiting their turn for 
several days. 

The Reich reports a case in which 
a cabman made the rounds of all the 
hospitals last night with a cholera 
patient, who was refused admission 
to all of them. 

Berlin, Sept. 22. — Four cholera sus- 
pects who recently arrived from Rus- 
sia, were taken to the Vlrchow hospital 
this afternoon. A conference of rep- 
resentatives of the departments of 
health, the Interior, the army and the 
marine, was held in Berlin today to 
consider the cholera situation. Every 
precaution is being made to deal with 
tho epidemic, should it occur. 

New York, Sept. 22.— Alvah H. Doty, 
health officer of the port of Now York, 
declares that he is not at all dis- 
turbed by the widespread epidemic of 
cholera, yellow fever and bubonic 
plague In various parts of the world 
from which immigration comes to 
America. That New York has not 
had a case of cholera for more than 
ten years is not because of good luck, 
Mr. Doty says, but because of ever- 
lasting and increasing vigor of pre- 
ventive measures.

SWEPT BY FIRE 

Adirondack Forests Rapidly Disap- 
pearing Beforo Flames — Wis- 
consin Villages Surfer 

North Creek,, N. Y., Sept. 22.— The 
forest fire conditions In all parts of the 
Adlrondacks are growing worse hourly, 
with no sign of relief. Although at 
least 5,000 men are engaged In lighting 
the flames all day and night, not a 
single lire has been checked, and the 
smaller burnings are rapidly spreading 
Into vast conflagrations, which In sumo 
Instances are coalescing. At least fifty 
thousand acres of valuable forest lands 
are on fire, and the extent of the de- 
struction may be much greater. A big 
lire has broken out at North Hudson, 
In Essex county, where 200 men aro 
lighting it In two divisions, some at- 
tacking it from the east and others 
from the west. This lire Is already 
miles In extent. 

Washington, Sept, 22.— Br. W. J. Mc- 
Gee, of the Geological Survey, who has 
'returned to this city after a visit to 
the Adlrondacks, states that an esti- 
mate of tho damage being done in that 
section by forest fires Is $1,000,000 a 
day. 

Detroit, Sept. 22- — A Journal special 
from Eseanaba, Mich., says: "The 
village of Bark' River Is burning, the 
forest tires having broken through the 
lines of the lire fighters." 

Rhinelander, Wis.. Sept. 22.— Satull, 
a settlement of half a dozen homes, 
three miles cast of Rhinelander, was 
destroyed by lire today. The settlers 
fled to Moon Lake, where they aro 
cared for. An unverified report from 
Ashland, Wis., says that the village of 
Marlon Is burning, with the big lum- 
ber plants of tho Edward Illncs Lum- 
ber Company. A thousand small fires 
surround t Luke Superior, and Lnk-o 
Michigan, and for miles smith of Ash- 
land every farmer Is fighting fire and 
trying to save. Ilia homo. 



One Hundred and Ten Lost 
From Bark Star of Bengal 
in Alaska 



BLOWN ASHORE IN STORM 



Only Twenty-Seven Saved of 
Crew and Passengers Who 
Were on Board 



Seattle, Sept. 22.— Advices received 
from Alaska by the United States sig- 
nal corps say that 110 men, including 
nine white men, were drowned in the 
wreck of tho American bark Star of 
Bengal, on Coronation Island, west of 
the Prince of Wales archipelago. 

Twenty-seven of the vessel's crew 
and passengers were saved. 

Tho Bengal belonged to tho Alaska 
Packers' Association, and was on her 
way from Fort Wrangcl to San Fran- 
cisco with a cargo of 45,000 cases of 
salmon. In addition to tho crew, she 
carried 100 Chinese and Japanese, who 
were employed in the canneries of the 
company, and were taken aboard at 
Fort Wrangel. She was towed to sea 
by two tugs and was blown ashore on 
the west sldo of Coronation Island. Tho 
tugs were obliged to abandon her in 
order to save themselves. 

The Star of Bengal was commanded 
by Captain Thompson.

In his resignation he says that 
he desires an opportunity of sharing in 
tho solution of some of tho larger 
problems affecting industrial condi- 
tions.

Goodwin's attorneys re- 
fuse to give out any information re- 
garding the suit. It was in tho form 
of a sealed suit. Goodwin left Rono 
last night. 



Wnlkom Case up Again 

Vancouver, Sept. 22. — The second 
trial of George A. Walkem started to- 
day, and proceeded until late tonight. 
Tho first trial last February resulted 
in a conviction beforo Judgo Cane, 
who is again hearing the case. The 
full court, however, granted a new 
trial on appeal on law points, and tho 
Attorney General unsuccessfully car- 
ried an appeal from this decision to 
the privy council. Joseph Martin, 
K.C., is counsel for Walkem, Deputy 
Attorney General McLean appearing 
for the crown.

Seattle, Sept. 22.— Frozen stiff, and 
evidently a long time dead, a whole 
village of Siberian Eskimos were found 
on the Siberian coast by a party of 
Indians who went in a canoe last Juno 
to see their comrades to discover what 
i experiences they had gone through 
' during tho winter. Their provisions 
wore completely exhausted, and in their 
famished condition they had eaten the 
wulrus skin covers from their houses 
and had actually begun to devour 
the clothing that covered them. 

This tale Is told by Rev. Edgar O. 
Campbell, who is In charge of tho 
Presbyterian mission station at St. 
Lawrence island, near Nome, in a 
letter to Rev. AVallaco H. Lee, of 
Seattle. 

Only once a year has St. Lawrence 
Island communication with the out- 
side world, a'nd tho letter received from 
Mr, Campbell is the first news of the 
disaster brought to Seattle. After tho 
long winter spent at St. Lawrence Is- 
land, the Indians went on the trip and 
made the ghastly discovery mentioned. 



THIRTEEN MEN KILLED 
ON FRENCH WARSHIP 



Explosion of Gun on Cruiser 
Exterminates Crew of 
One Turret 



Toulon, France, Sept. 22. — During 
gunnery drill today one of the turret 
guns of the cruiser Lalouchc Trevllle 
exploded with terrifflc force, complete- 
ly wrecking tho after turret and kill- 
ing the entire crew of thirteen. A 
number of men were seriously injured, 
some of them fatally. 

The accident was similar to that 
aboard the gunnery school ship Cou- 
ronne in August last, when by the 
bursting of the breach of a gun six 
men were killed and eighteen injured. 

Tho drill today had proceeded some 
time when without warning the whole 
turret seemed to blow out. Dis- 
membered bodies wore thrown in all 
directions, and several of them were 
hurled into the sea through tho great 
breach caused by the explosion. The 
spectacle was horrible. The dead and 
wounded, together with shattered arms 
and legs, littered the decks. 
' The call to quarters was sounded, 
and as speedily as possible the wound- 
ed were cared for. The gun that ex- 
ploded was of 7.G inches bore, of 
which the cruiser carried two. 

Happening so soon after tho acci- 
dent on tho Couronne, the explosion 
today has caused a sensation In naval 
circles, and doubtless will • lead to u| 
most rigid Investigation.

TRADES AND LABOR 

Opening of Annual Convention of Con- 
gress at Halifax — Addresses By 
Keir Hardie and Others 



Halifax, Sept. 22.— The tweuty- 
fourtii annual convention of the 
Trades and Labor congress of Canada 
opened yesterday in the provincial 
parliament building witli about sev- 
enty delegates in attendance from 
Halifax to Victoria. 

Beforo President Vervllle declared 
the session open, addresses were made 
by President Scott of tho Halifax 
trades council, welcoming tho dele- 
gates, J. Keir Hardie and Fraternal 
Delegate Franey of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Mr. Keir Hardie, who was wel- 
comed with cheers, said that In his 
capacity as wandering agitator he 
was connected with the labor move- 
ment in England for the past forty 
years, and for tho past Quarter of a 
century was a socialist. Ho hoped 
the day was not far distant when 
these elements would be blended in 
Canada. He conveyed the good wish- 
es of the English labor party to the 
congress. 

Tho congress was then declared 
open and the credentials committee 
report was presented. Before the 
close of the morning session Premier 
Murray and Mayor Crosby made ad- 
dresses, welcoming the delegates. Last 
evening the delegates were guests at 
a reception at the city hall.

Drought in Central States Broken at

Chicago, Sept. 22. — Tho drought In 
tho central states was broken today 
by rains that extended from St. Louts 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis. The rain- 
fall did not cover the entire country 
between these points, but It occurred 
at many points. The fall at Springfield, 
III., and Decatur, III., was very heavy. 
In Chicago, scattered showers occur- 
red during the late hours of the after- 
noon and enrly evening, but the wea- 
ther office declared that it did not pre- 
dict any general rain. The rain 
brought greatly needed relief In many 
parts of the west, where, there has 
been very little rain since the first 
of August. It Is believed that addi- 
tional rain will fall lato tonight. 



Troy, N.Y.. Sept. 22.— At a fire in 
the United Waste company's plant in 
tho lower part of tho city this after- 
noon, five Polish women employed as 
sorters and bailers were Injured. Two 
aro believed to be at tho point of death. 
Ono of the latter jumped from a third 
storey window after receiving burns 
from the fire, which was caused by a 
spark from a motor. Others jumped, 
but were, saved by the firemen. 

Thirty women, all Polos, wero en- 
gaged in tho factory, and tho firemen 
found them panic-stricken and diffi- 
cult to handle. The Injured aro in a 
hospital. Three will recover. 

The fire caused a loss of about 
$50,000.

S. district attor- 
ney, also a. candidate for congress In 
the same district, were received by the 
president today, beeauso of their po- 
litical activity. Their resignations 
were called for before either Mr. Mc- 
Clenry or Mr. Ewart know who would 
secure the nomination. 



Victoria's annual exhibition opened 
yesterday. At an early hour In the 
forenoon tint entrance gates were 
IhrDwn wide? and the crowd which had 
begun to arrive, thronged into tho 
grounds. Among those thus soon on 
the scene of the week's festivities 
wero local exhibitors, the proprietors 
of the numerous side shows which 
form tho attractions of the. "pike," in- 
troduced in connection with the local 
fair for the lirst time this year, thoso 
in charge of the stock in competition, 
and a lew horsemen who had come to 
inspect the thoroughbreds entered for 
tho race meet. Later on visitors, in 
ever-increasing numbers, came until, 
before the afternoon was far gone, 
there was a bigger gate receipt than 
has ever before been the cuso on tho 
Initial day of tho exhibition. AVhen 
this was apparent the countenanco oC 
the secretary beamed with satisfaction, 
what he, and those associated with 
him had exerted themselves for, had 
been attained — tho show had been In- 
augurated under circumstances which 
augur unprecedented success. 

Formal Opening. 

It was shortlv after two o'clock when 
his honor the lieutenant-governor, ac- 
companied by his private secretary, 
arrived to pronounce the words' which 
would formally set the ball rolling. Ha 
was greeted appropriately.- The inter- 
ior of tho main building decorated 
tastily; every atom of floor space oc- 
cupicd by becomingly arranged ex-* 
hibits representative of varied indus- 
tries, of the work of school children, 
of tho product of. the farms or the or- 
chards of British Columbia, or of tho 
beautiful fancy work of the women of 
Victoria; the aisles crowded with an 
eager expectant throng, and the City, 
band extending a fitting musical wel- 
come, his introduction was most im- 
pressive. 

As the lieutenant-governor stepped 
from his carriage he was received by 
His Worship Mayor Hall president o£ 
tho B. C. Agricultural association, and 
members of the executive of that body. 
In a brief speech the mayor thanked 
his honor for his attendance. In two 
particulars, he said, this year's exhibi- 
tion was unitiue — tho opening of tho 
new buildings and tho inauguration of. 
the first Vancouver Island horse show. 
Reference was made to the Increased 
number of exhibits and the demonstra- 
tion of interest in tho show by the 
merchants as evinced by tho demand 
lor space in the main and auxiliary 
structures. He expressed the opinion 
that it would be found next year that 
tho present accommodation was in- 
adequate, which would necessitate an 
addition to that available. 

Governor's Address. I 
In replying his honor said: 
"Mr. President and Gentlemen— I 
have today a very pleasant duty to 
perform in declaring open our 48tll 
annual exhibition, which I am glla to 
learn is the most successful ever hold 
in Victoria. 

"Although tho old exhibition struc- 
ture was swept away by flro early this 
year, It has been replaced by buildings 
which accommodates, I am told, near- 
ly double tho number of exhibits of 
last year, every Inch of space, set 
apart Tor that purpose being taken up 
by exhibits, many of which testify to 
the agricultural and manufacturing 
progress of this part of tho province.

' you have the honor of beholding. 

"I now, Mr. President, have tho 
honor and the pleasure of declaring 
open the Victoria Agricultural and 
Industrial Exhibition of 190S." 

Before leaving the grounds, Ills 
Honor inspected the various interior 
displays besides viewing and admirinff 
Hie stock. 

The Judging ' 

At about 10 o'clock in the morning 
the judging of all classes commenced, 
and it was prosecuted throughout tho 
day without interruption. The distri- 
bution of blue ribbons among .".lock 
owners and the award or cards repre- 
sentative of premier places in tho fruit 
and other such competitions wero un- 
marked by unpleasantness. Although 
the fight for the honors was keen and 
those concerned watched the officials, 
as quietly and composedly they went 
about their business, eagerly and with 
some evidence of anxiety their judg-, 
mont was never questioned. The Vic- 
tors, naturallv, showed their gratifK 
cation, while the others took the ver- 
dict in a sportsmanlike manner. 

Tho judging went on at different 
points and, whenever It was underway, 
there gathered the people. If they 
wero interested in heavy horses they 
thronged about C.eorgo W. Grey, ot 
Newcastle, Ont., who had charge of 
that department. And they witnessed 
some fine contests. "There aro somo 
splendid animals being shown," com- 
mented a critic at the ringside, as ho 
scrutinized a number of beautiful 
Clydesdales as they pranced about 
chaffing under tho restraint of the hal- 
ter. 

Off in another corner tho lipcht horses 
wero being examined by W. Stanley 
Parks, of Berks, Hampsted, England.

Among the articles found in his 
possession by the provincial police 
was a set of pink celluloid dice of in- 
genious construction. One of these 
dice, instead of the ordinary numbers, 
had two lives, two fours, and two 
threes, while the other had two sixes, 
two lives and two aces. Tho net re- 
sult of this, as era]) shooters will know 
at a glance, Is that the men shooting 
cannot lose. It would be Impossible 
with such dice to make either two, 
three, seven or twelve. The bank, on 
the other hand, would be bound to lose 
every time. 

It appeared from the evidence that 
Perlch was 0:1 the Charmer last Sun- 
day and was observed to go among 
the passengers, shaking a pair of white 
dice, challenging all and sundry to 
shoot craps for two bits a throw. 
After the captain had tried to stop 
the game several times, the man Was 
arrested just as the steamer had gone 
through Plumer's Pass, lie was then 
seateil on the floor with a number of 
others engaged in a game of craps. 
When arrested he said that the dice 
in the game were his and that ho was 
to get 25 cents every two passes by 
way of rake off. 

After hearing the evidence, tho 
magistrate committed tho accused for 
trial, holding that he had not juris- 
diction to deal summarily with the 
case. The case was prosecuted " by 
Sergeant .Murray of the provincial 
police, no counsel appearing on tho 
other side.

was the most popular class. Certain- 
ly sonic classy horses were placed Un- 
der the critical eye of .Mr. Logan, and 
his task In placing the ribbons was 110 
sinecure. Often he was confronted 
witli two or three particularly evenly- 
matched horses, and then the competi- 
tors would be put through their paces 
again and again before the die was 
cast, and one owner sent away happy, 
while the others had only the cheering 
reflection that they had made a close 
run for the coveted prize. 

Beef Cattle 

Beef cattle, of which there is a large 
and varied display, were in the charge 
of J. G. Barron, of Calgary, while R. 
W. Hodson, B. S. A., live stock com- 
missioner of 13. C M was intrusted with 
the inspection of dairy cattle and 
sheep. During the progress of their 
work they were watched by a largc- 
I sized group. In these classes, It was 
I remarked, the greatest improvement 
I was apparent. In sonic instances ;is 
I many as twenty head were pitted 
against each other, while in the major- 
ity of cases the entry did not go below 
half that figure. And what was deem- 
ed even more significant, as illustrat- 
ing the advancement being made In 
the breeding of high class stock in this 
province, was the quality of the most 
of tiie animals shown. Both judges 
and the spectators were outspoken in 
their commendation. 

Triumph for Saanich 

While the judging went merrily 
along on the grounds similiarly it was 
underway within the main building. 
Here the struggles were none the less 
strenuous. Perhaps the most notable 
was that in fruit, a class over which 
J. tt. Shepherd, of Salem, Ore., pre- 
sided. .Mr. Shepherd afterwards said 
that the display was exceedingly line, 
lie thought the fruit shown outpointed 
the much-vaunted product of the Hood 
river valley. His decisions were fol- 
lowed with tiie closest attention by a 
large number of horticulturists, and 
one Vancouver island grower, T. A. 
Brydon, of .Saanich, left the exhibi- 
tion last night with the satisfaction 
of haying achieved a notable triumph. 
His display swept everything before 
it, beating those entered from tho 
lower mainland and from other famous 
agricultural centres of British Colum- 
bia. "Now will they tell us wo can't 
cultivate good fruit here?" exclaimed 
Mr. Brydon, after the judge had made 
known his opinion as to the respective 
merits of the competitive displays. 
And there was no answer vouchsafed 
Mr. Brydon. He held the Held undis- 
puted and fellow fruit growers in- 
spected his apples, of which there 
were so many varieties it would be 
difficult to enumerate, with admiration 
and asked pertinent questions as to 
the methods pursued in their develop- 
ment 

Vegetables and grain are being 
judged by L II. Newham, of Ottawa, 
while tho poultry is in the hands of 
Dr. Bell, of Winnipeg, and the pigeons 
in charge of 'I'. Wilkinson, of Na- 
nalmo. The two latter features are 
worthy of special mention. Through 
tho assistance of the local Poultry 
and Pet Stock association, the exhibit 
has been made comprehensive and 
high class and the light in every class 
excels what was witnessed in past 
years in a marked degree.

work, by W. H. Burns; ma]) drawing 
and penmanship, by 10. W. Clark and 
S. J. Willis, H.A.; manual training, by 
A. Smith, M.A., and Harry Bunnell. 
No Hippodrome Race

Successful Ascension 

Great Interest was evinced in tho 
balloon ascension by Prof. Sylvan. 
Tills was carried through as advertis- 
ed. With the assistance of a number 
of the men, who, prompted by 
curiosity, crowded about the huge 
piece of canvas while It was being In- 
flated, the preliminary arrangements 
were made expeditiously. Then tho 
word was given and the aeronaut, 
Clinging in a trapeze bar, shot far into 
the air, ascending with such rapidity 
that soon he appeared but a speck. 
Ho waved his arms jauntily at the 
people, wdio, crannlng their necks In 
the endeavor, watched his every inovo- 
monl. Soon he pulled the parachute 
drop. For just the fraction of a sec- 
ond ho came towards earth With the 
.velocity of a shot from a cannon. And 1 



then, very prettily, tho canvas hrokc 
out in umbrella shape and he descend- 
ed slowly and gracefully, alighting, 
unharmed, in full view of all. As 
there was absolutely no wind, tha

Tho space allotted in the main 
building at the exhibition for school 
work this year is not large. As a 
consequence much that had been 
selected by the teachers cannot bo 
shown. Most of the available space 
Is devoted to the brush drawing which 
is a new feature of the work in tho 
Victoria schools. It is about a year 
and a. half since brush drawing was 
introduced into all the schools and 
Miss Mills appointed art mistress. 
Before that individual teachers had 
taken up tho worki some of them 
very successfully. Now however, 
every teacher, of tho common schools 
in tho city under the guidance of 
Miss Mills 'is giving lessons In brush 
drawing and from the tiny tot of 
six to the girl or boy preparing for 
admission to tho entrance classes; all 
tiie pupils are using colors to repro- 
duce the objects they have observed 
or have been led to sec. 

The work has so far been confined 
chiefly to the primary and secondary 
colors. There has not been time to 
do much mixing of t he colors or to 
introduce light and shade to any 
great, extent. Yet it is wonderful 
what in so short a time lias been 
accomplished. 

At first the little ones are taught 
row to hold the brush. This con- 
trol of tho muscles is the beginning 
of all manual work- At the same time 
they learn to distinguish tho colors 
and to see what colors look pretty 
together. They aire led to repro- 
duce the colors of tho sky, the grass 
and the earth, to notice such facts as 
that on a sunny day the grass is 
a yellower green than on a cloudy 
one. They learn, too, how to repro- 
duce the things that grow in the 
brown earth. 

It is surprising how the little ones 
in their first year at school have been 
taught to paint the colors of the sun- 
set sky, vegetables, grasses and other 
things they sec In the world around 
them. Though the plan is the same, 
each teacher has free scope to ex- 
ercise her own individuality and tho 
little pictures by the tiny tots, In 
the separate schools, are quite differ- 
ent. Even the little ones learn that 
things must be placed in order. 

The next step is to learn the chil- 
dren to see that tilings at a distance 
look different from those near and 
w*j have fences, mountains, trees and 
paths leading away into the distance. 
It is quite wonderful how some of 
these little people of seven or eight 
have mastered this first principle of 
perspective. 

Drawing. 

In the lessons in drawing- things 
as they are, articles of every day us • 
arc brought into the schoolroom and 
scissors, pen knives; brooms, racquets, 
clothes pegs, hatchets and a number 
of tilings are shown. Tho reason 
why these articles are made in such 
a way is impressed on the pupils 
and it is surprising row correctly, for 
instance tho rivets in a pen knife are 
placed. The object everywhere is not 
to make a pretty picture, but to re- 
produce as truly as possible what is 
seen. 

Tiie brush is a great assistance in 
nature work and the children of the 
intermediate grades do very pretty 
and useful work in all the classes. 

The growth of the flower Is shown 
in the buttercup, the little vetch 
taught lessons of the bee and the 
ant as well as itself. The plantain 
blossoms were used to show how the 
pollen is carried by tie: wind and 
to give an idea of tiie wonderful way 
in which the seed is fertilized. 

Even the tiniest children get an Id in 
of proportion and of form while 
painting their lemons, apples and 
oranges and working in their triangles 
and by the time they reach the senior 
grade they are ready to apply their 
knowledge in original designs- It was 
quite .surprising how good some of 
these were and how nicely the colors 
were contrasted or blended considering j 
the age of the children and the short 
time they had been at the work. An- 
other thing that must be borne, in 
mind in examining this work is that 
it is not the production of the special- 
ly gifted children. Only in a few 
instances were such children allowed 
to show work beyond that of their 
schoolmates. Careful measurements 
wore shown In the cylinder and eclipse 
forms by the second reader classes. 
Among the figures chosen were flower 
pots and tumblers partially Idled with 
water. 

In one of the classes in Victoria 
West a child's wagon had been chosen 
to illustrate a circle and some of its 
uses and a little fellow had made his 
wheels so round that they could be 
compared with Grotto's O. Another 
;lass used a bicycle for the same pur- 
pose. 

In the older classes greater exact- 
ness and more knowledge of perspec- 
tive was required and In the girl's 
school some excellent scroll work was 
shown and books arranged in various 
ways were well drawn. 

In this grade the pictures of flower:; 
and plants done by some of tho 
scholars In almost all the schools 
would have done credit to older stu- 



dents. Here, perhaps. South Park 
school excelled. There is however a 
very striking exhibit, of branches of 
trees, fruit, flowers and shells from 
North Ward. But these were drawn 
before being painted which is con- 
sidered a defect from the point of 
view of the Art Mistress. 'Among the 
younger children the nature work is 
much liked and from the lime Mistress 
I ussy Willow appears in her coat of 
grey till the ragged rose hedges glow 
with berries, bright eyes arc on tho 
watch for the (lowers and fruit that 
mark the changing seasons and little 
lingers are trying to copy their grace 
and beauty. At Spring Rldgo much 
lime is devoted to this work as the 
pretty sheets show. 

At Rock Bay there were delicate 
clover blossoms, tiny shamrock leaves 
tor St. Patrick's Day, and many other 
pretty blossoms. 

At Kingston street a nest built In a 
5R5P avoided a very interesting but a 
difficult model for tho little painters 
and a Geography lesson on Holland 
had been Illustrated by a windmill i 
and a. wooden shoe. In another room ■» 
the delicacy of tinting was noticeable " 
as well as careful observation. Betty 
Barton from the Central school showed 
a pretty collection of wild flowers. 

At the little Hillside school the good 
work done by the very small people 
proved that botli teachers and pupils 
had worked hard and successful! v. 

1 his work was not prepared for tiie 
exhibition but lias been selected from 
that done during tho year by the chil- 
uren Few of the parents know how 
much effort on the part of the teach- 
ers, most of whom had no special 
training for the work, this little col- 
lection represents. But Miss Mills 
who is herself devoted to her work, 
lully appreciates the co-operation of 
the staff. Some of the primary classes 
nave a table display of clay modelling 
and other work and a number of in- 
genious little people turned milliners 
and held their opening day yesterday. 
Ihere is a dipltty of penmanship in 
tiie various grades, which is more re- 
markable for legibility and uniformity 
than for its beauty. This will be the 
last exhibition of specimens of the up- 
right system as by the order of the 
council of public instruction it has 
been abandoned and henceforth the 
system in use will bo that known as 
tho natural slant. 

There is a good display of map 
drawing. Some of the specimens from 
the North AVard are out of tho usual 
line and very well executed. Chan 
Fung shows a map of the world, show- 
ing the kinds of vegetation and the 
ocean currents. Grace Ledingham hi 
her map indicates the regions in- 
habited by the different races of men. 
Tiie position of earth, sun and moon 
in eclipses is shown by Serena Wilson 
and the phases of the moon by Chan 
Fung is a beautiful piece of work. A 
world clock and the maps of Canada 
showing where minerals are to be 
found are other useful illustrations. 
A map of the tides by Arnold New- 
bigging is another fine piece of work. 
Among the outsido schools very credit- 
able manual work is shown by the 
Tolmie school 

The Sewing 

The exhibition of the sewing done 
In the various classes of the public 
schools is most creditable. This work 
has been, so far, done under the direct

The members of the Canadian Min- 
ing Institute assembling under the 
auspices of its Western branch, met 
shortly after 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning in the. ministers room in the 
central wing of the Parliament Build- 
ings, lion. Air. McBride and the Hon. 
Mr. Templeman, on entering the cham- 
ber, were greeted with applause. Hon. 
Mr. McBride look his seat to the right 
of tin; chairman, and spoke from the 
platform, while Hon. Mr. Templeman 
took his seat among the delegates and 
advanced to the table when lie rose to 
deliver his address. 

Mrs. Young, P. R. G. S., the wife of 
the Provincial Secretary, was present 
throughout the session, giving justifi- 
cation to the mention of "ladies and 
gentlemen" — as the audience, which 
was listening to tho addresses and tin; 
papers of the day. 

The Chairman's Remarks 

Mr. A. B. W.' Hodges, tne chairman 
of; the Western branch and the gen- 
eral manager of' the Gran by Consoli- 
dated M.-H.-fr P. Co., of-Gnind Pork.-?, 
11. "CY" said:"' "Before proceeding with 
the business proper of our branch, 1 
wish to say a few words in way of ex- 
planation to our friends from the East 
' — and to our friends in Victoria — as 
well as to our friends from across the 
water, it is customary for tho mem- 
bers of the Western branch of the 
Canadian Mining Institute to meet 
three times a year, and at the last 
meeting it was decided to hold the 
third meeting of this year in this city 
of Victoria, in order that we might' en- 
joy the great pleasure of tlie presence 
of the gentlemen whom we have with 
us today. (Applause.) And as you 
are now at the end of your long -west- 
ern journey, and are about to return, 
we who live in British Columbia feel, 
or 1 should rather perhaps say. Wish 
you to feel that your visit to our pro- 
vince has been highly Instructive. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"We have tried in the very limited 
space of time which was allotted t'o us 
to tntertain you, to show you the typi- 
cal mines and smelters of this pro- 
vince, i. e., the large ones. (Applause.) 
We have shown you the coal mines of 
the Crows Nest Pass, the lead mines 
at' Moyie, the gold mines at Rossland, 
the smelter at Trail, and the gold-cop- 
per smelter in the Boundary country, 
and I know that you have been told a 
good many things about the Capital, as 
well as about what you will sec of the 
industries of British Columbia upon 
this Island, and I hope that your ex- 
pectations will ob fully realized. (Hear, 
hear and applause.) You are now, 
gentlemen, at the western end of your 
trip, and today you are within the Cap- 
ital of the province, and as the Chief 
Executive head of the provlnco is now 
here with us I will ask him to say a 
few words of welcome. (Applause.). I 
beg now to introduce to you, gentle- 
men, tlie Hon. Richard McBride, the 
Premier of and the Minister of Minus 
for tills province." (Applause.) 

Hon. Richard McBrido 

Tho Hon. Mr. McBride, who had a 
hearty reception, said: 

"Mr. JJoilges and Gentlemen— it is 
Indeed a very great' privilege which 1 
this morning enjoy, in extending- to 
you, on behalf of the government and 
of the people of the provlnco of Bri- 
tish Columbia, a must hearty welcome 
to our Capital City. (Hear, heal'.) 1 
understand, gentlemen, that your trav- 
els for some days past have taken you 
through different sections of the inter- 
ior of the country, and that so as the 
extension t'o you of a genuine form of 
welcome is concerned, you have al- 
ready experienced at the hands of 
those who have received you, typical 
western hospitality. (Applause,) And 
may 1 further say that in coming to 
tlie Capital City of this great' pro- 
vince, while, you may have taken your- 
selves some hundreds of feet below the 
Kootenay country, it does not and 
must not necessarily follow that you 
have travelled away from our mineral 
beit, and that you are wholly out of 
touch with this most important indus- 
try, because right here on tho souther- 
most portion of Vancouver Island you 
are still within easy reach of a min- 
eral section which gives promise of 
becoming of quite equal importance 
with those which you have just left. 
(Applause.) 

The story, gentlemen, of metallifer- 
ous mining from the mineral deposits 
Is not as yet very old. (Hear. hear). 
It seems to bo a most startling state- 
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ment which I am making, when 1 say 
that lode mining in this province Is 
only a few years beyond a decade in 
age. (Hear, hear); You have, gentle- 
men, ■seen with your own eyes, the 
tremendous advance which has been 
made in this particular as well as most 
Important branch of our great mining 
Industry, and all this work, which lias 
been the development of these past 
few years may be taken as some indi- 
cation of what the province is capable, 
of in this direction, and I can assure 
you that I do not consider it to be at 
all an extravagant prophecy, if I say 
that within tlie next llfteeu years the 
province of British Columbia will do 
still more wonderful tilings along the 
lines of the mining industry than has 
been accomplished In these past few 
years. (Applause.) 

Placer Mining. 

"As tlie placer mining of this coun- 
try, which is a little over half a cen- 
tury old, made her reputation away 
back in the early (ids, side by side-with 
the famous goldfields ot California, 
though perhaps when we look back at 
tlie days when tlie Cassiar mining ex- 
citement even duplicated the scenes 
which took place in Cariboo in those 
earlier times, it becomes evident on 
all hands that placer mining in Brit- 
ish Columbia Is yet far from tho point 
of exhaustion, and in point of fact 
those who are expert in the technicali- 
ties connected with placer and with 
lode mining must agree with me that 
perhaps of all the opportunities that 
are known to tis today the Held of this 
particular Industry in the province of 
British Columbia is most interesting. 
(Hear, hear.) 

"Now, gentlemen. I am quite satis- 
fied that under the guidance of .Mr. 
Hodges, the president of your western 
branch, you have been given the story 
of our, mineral production, at any 
rate for tlie last fifteen or twenty 
years, and so Mr. Hodges has no doubt 
told you that last year the total value 
of our mineral production in this pro- 
vince of British Columbia was some- 
thing like 116 millions of dollars, which 
moreover is, 1 think, over 30 per cent, 
of the total mineral production for tlie 
ciitiro Dominion of Canada. (Ap- 
plause.) While a point Which is espe- 
cially worthy of remembrance, as 
showing what the province, will yet 
produce lies in the important fact that 
this sum of lit; millions, gentlemen, is 
more than double the total value of 
our mineral productions so very re- 
cently 'as some ten 'years ago. (Ap- 
plause). And it you consider for a mo- 
ment the many and grave economical 
disadvantages with Which lode mining 
in tills far western country has been 
obliged, as it were, to work up against, 
(hear, hear), I think, gentlemen, one 
Is absolutely compelled to admit that 
after all British Columbia lias come 
through many of these very trying 
ordeals witli very great credit indeed 
to the industry as It has been prose- 
cuted in the country at large. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"Now, gentlemen, .-ill these splendid 
results are and 'have been in great 
measure due to the men who have been 
particularly active in the prosecution 
of the great mining industry in the 
province of British Columbia; of men 
who never faltered in their faith, were 
always ready and willing to go ahead 
with their Individual enterprises, and 
of men who always entertained a tre- 
mendous confidence in the future of 
mining conditions in tills country. 
(ApplaU3Q). Ami today, gentlemen, it 
must be to these same men a matter 
of the greatest possible gratification 
to find that their prophecies, which 
they ventured in these particulars, to 
make some years ago, have been more 
than fulfilled (hear, hear), and fur- 
ther, that the mining operations, for 
which they themselves must in per- 
son, at least in some extent, be held 
responsible, have in every way ful- 
filled all that was expected of them. 
(Applause), And these very men who 
are so typical of the: pushing and 
venturesome character of the great 
western mining country, or at uny 
rate, many if not all of them, are still 
with us, and are still taking a strenu- 
ous part in tlie splendid work of min- 
ing development, and are still trying 
to make the people of western Canada 
as well as the people of the whole Do- 
minion, occupy that very big and dis- 
tinguished place in the mining world 
to which they are so rightly entitled. 
(Applause), 

Term Incognita 

"But apart altogether, ladles and 
gentlemen, from this passing reference 
to tiie mining Industry in our province 
a mere glance at the map will show 
you at onco that there is still a very 
largo .section of this province which is 
very far from being well known, both 
to tho prospector and to tho Investor. 
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(Hear, hear), for, ladles and gentlemen, 
If you cut but of tilt! map tho const 
lino and the zone, which is coyerdrl hy 
tho Canadian Pacific railway and Its 
branches, I think I may safely say 
that the lines which will thus bo drawn 
will and must leave hupre areas, of the. 
province respecting which wo as yet 
know comparatively little (hear, hear); 



and if the development of tho south- 
ern sections of tlio province of British. 
Columbia by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way corporation has done .so much for 
this province from tho lode mining 
point or view during tho past few 
years it cannot, bo considered an idle 
prediction which I am making when 
1 say that the transportation systems 



of like character that are projected In 
tho middle and in tlie northern regions 
of this province will of almost very 
necessity have as their results devel- 
opments of at least equal importance. 
(Applause.) 

"Ladies and gentlemen, before I con- 
clude I wish to thank you all on be- 
half of the province of British Colum- 



bia for all the time and for all tho 
trouble which you all must have taken 
In coming so far in order to visit our 
part of ' this frreat Dominion; and In 
performing this most agreeable duty 
ot mine, 1 would in particular like to' 
refer to those gentlemen anions you 1

MINING IN B. C. 



i The provincial Department of Mines 
■ is preparing a bulletin in regard to 
mining in this province, and has issued 
in pamphlet form tiie first chapter, so 
& io be able to place it in the hands 
of the members of the Mining Institute 
'and their friends. We learn from this 
chapter the relative importance of 
mining among tin; Industries of British 
Columbia, for it tells us that In the 
past two years the total product of all 
industries aggregated $127,000,000, 
which was divided as follows: 

Lumbering $22,000,000 

Agriculture ' 10.000,000 

Fisheries 15,000,(100 

Manufactures 23.000,000 

Minerals 51.000.000 

Thus mining contributed 40 per 
cent of the whole, which is a larger 
proportion than the people of the pro- 
vince generally supposed. In passing 
It may be said that the total is Very 
largo for a province of so small a pop- 
ulation us ours, and may be regarded 
as a promise of the wonderful things 
to come, when the vast unoccupied 
areas have been opened up. As the 
Bulletin will only come into tho hands 
of a limited number of people, and as 
the story of the discovery of gold as 
told in it is very interesting, we re- 
produce It in part. Gold was found in 
small quantities as long ago as 1S50 on 
this Island, and In the year following a 
discovery was made on Moresby Island 
or the Queen Charlotte group. About 
■$75,000 worth of metal was taken out 
of a small seam there. Numerous re- 
ports of finds of gold in different parts 
of the province came to hand, but it 
was not xi ii Li 1 1S57 that the discoveries 
were made that gained British Colum- 
bia a name as a gold producer. Wo 
quote from the Bulletin! 

The first authenticated discovery ot 
placer gold on the Thompson River 
. was about 1857, and soon afterwards 
rich Ilnds at Hill Bar, near Yale, on 
ithe Fraser River, were reported. This 
was the beginning of the great Fraser 
River excitement. It is stated that In 
1S5S between 15,000 and ^0,000 persons 
'embarked from Han Francisco for the 
. liew El Dorado; but while this was the 
inauguration of gold mining In British 
Columbia, the production in 1S5S, 
roughly estimated at $705,000, was 
considered disappointing,', and so great 
were the natural difficulties of the 
country at that time — unprovided too, 
as it was then, with means to support 
a comparatively largo population— that 
many of the Immigrants ; returned to 
California early in the next year. From 
the season of 1S5S, though, dates the' 
history of mining In British Columbia. 
In 1859-00 gold diggings were discov- 
ered at Fountain, above Billooet', on the 
Fraser River; on tin- Thompson River; 
on the Similkamcen River; and at 
Antler Creek, ia the Cariboo district. 
But it was not until 18G1 that the' two 
most' noteworthy discoveries — Williams 
and Lightning creeks, in the Cariboo 
district— were made, and these induced 
a considerable migration of miners to 
tiie province, this increasing in volume, 
until 1804. The average value of gold 
obtained per lineal foot of channel on 
certain claim;; on Williams (.'reek Is 
v givrii in tiie report of the Provincial 
Minister of Mines for 1875 as $1,075. 
The production of Lightning Creole, 
while in the aggregate only about one- 
tenth that of Williams Creek is given 
was greater while it lasted, and from 
thin Cl'eelt alone gold to the value of 
$2,170,272 was extracted prior to 1875. 
From available statistics it appears 
that the maximum production was 
l eached in 1803, in which year the out- 
put, almost entirely from the Cariboo 
district, and from Wild Horse ('reek 
in Bast Foot. .nay. was $3,913,503, ami 
the average earnings per man were 
stated to have been $891). 

of the effect of the placer gold dis- 
coveries on the Fraser River It bus 
been written; "It is an old story how 
people hurried by thousands from Han 
Francisco, California, to Victoria, Bri- 
tish Columbia, and there set up their 
tents; of how they rushed up the' 
Kruser River, many crossing the Cull' 
of Georgia in open boats; how they 
came by the .Isthmus of Panama or 
rounded Cape Horn, or plodded wearily 
overland from Eastern Canada. Vic- 
toria became a City in a. day and the 
mainland solitude was converted into a 
Crown colony in a year," 

of tho Cariboo diggings tiie follow 
Mng has been printed repeatedly: In 
1861, after laborious journeyings of 
daring prospectors, Williams and 
Lightning Creeks, two of tin most 
noted gold producers of British Colum- 
bia, were discovered, and In this and 
the next following year most of tho 
other rich creeks In Cariboo became 
known. Then began 'that second rush 
which Is the most notable event' In tho 
■history of British Columbia, and one 
■that has had the most lasting effects in 
determining its future. The llijUs were 



very rich, and the lucky prospectors 
who became owners of claims amassed 
large sums of money in a very short 
time. Dr. Dawson wrote of these 
creeks: "Williams Creek has yielded 
more gold than any other stream in 
British Columbia. As examples of Its 
yield In early days, Steele's claim gave 
a maximum yield of 409 oz., or $0,544 
a day. More than $100,000 in all was 
taken from this claim of 80x25 feet. 
In 18C2, Cunningham's claim produced 
gold to the value of nearly $2,000 a day 
for the season, while on several days 
as much as 52 lb. weight of gold was 
taken out. The Adams claim yielded 
to each of lis three owners $40,000 a 
year. These claims were abovo 'the 
canyon' In shallow ground. The deep 
ground below 'the canyon' was first 
bottomed towards the end of 1.SG1, by 
the Barker Company (whence the 
name of the town Barlccrvlllo) ; the 
Oilier Company was the next success- 
ful in this, and it is credibly stated 
that here, on one occasion, 200 tos, of 
gold, worth $38,400. was obtained in 
one day. In 180U, three claims below 
'the canyon' yielded $300,000, 
and twenty claims were stead- 
ily producing from 70 to 400 oz. 
a day. About 400 miners were at work 
on Williams Creek in this year — 'the. 
golden year." The aggregate of Wil- 
liams Creek for the first seven years 
of working, for which no returns are 
available, was very large. In 1801, 
$200,000 worth of gold was taken from 
Campbell's discovery claim and the ad- 
jacent Whitehall claim, both on Light- 
ning Creek. Attempts were made al- 
most from the start to reach the deep 
channel of this creek, but, after much 
work-, were abandoned in 1SG4. Sink- 
ing was, however, resumed in 1S70, and, 
having proved successful, led to the 
subsequent great developments. The 
rich character of the ground on this 
creek may lie Illustrated by stating 
that at one time the Butcher claim 
yielded 350 oz. a day, the Aurora .100 
to 600 oz. and the Caledonia 300 oz." 

Other placer gold discoveries were 
made on Stlklne River, northern Cns- 
siar, in tho sixties; in the Omineoa dis- 
trict, near latitude 50 deg., in 1S08; in 
the Llard River drainage basin, Cas- 
slar district, in IS72; and at Atlin, also 
in Casslar district. In 1S0S. The official 
records show a production in Atlin 
district, for ten years to 1007, inclusive, 
of $1,. 133,000. During the current year 
reports have been received of discov- 
eries on tributary creeks of the Fin- 
lay River, in Uie extreme northeastern 
part of British Columbia, but up to the 
time of writing the report of the Pro- 
vincial Mineralogist, who has gone up 
to the district, has not been received. 



THE MINING INSTITUTE. 

The oflicial reception to tile Cana- 
dian Mining Institute and their guests 
'.yesterday; was a very' pleasant func- 
tion. The speeches were very admir- 
able! It is not often that one has the 
pleasure in this part of the world of 
hearing the leader of one political 
party in this province speak of an- 
other in such graceful and appropriate 
terms as Mr. McBridd spoke of Mr. 
Tompleman, and although Mr. Temple- 
man, with what we think was excel- 
lent taste did not in bis reply use 
similar expressions in regard to tho 
Premier, he made, a very timely and 
interesting speech. President Miller, 
of tho Canadian Institute, responded 
in very appropriate terms for that 
body, and Mr. "William Frechevilie, of 
London, spoke for the guests. Mr. 
McBride dealt with what has been ac- 
complished in this province during 
the short time that lode mining has 
received any consideration here, and 
of tiie unknown potentialities of the 
great central and northern regions. 
Mr. Tompleman dwelt especially upon 
the work undertaken by the newly 
organized Department of Mines, , of 
which he is tiie head, showing that 
there is a great Held in which it can 
work without interfering with the 
government of those provinces, which 
own their own crown lands, and also 
in tiie way of assisting mining gener- 
j ally throughout the Dominion. Dr. 
Miller's remarks were chiefly confined 
t.) tiie nature of tiie gathering and its 
tour. .Mr. Frechevilie, while full of ap- 
preciation of the attention shown 
them and of the unique opportunities 
for observation afforded by the trip, 
was properly very cautious in express- 
ing any opinion. He pointed out that 
they had only seen a narrow belt of 
country extending from Sydney, Nova 
Scotia, to Victoria, with here and there 
an established mining centre. He 
necessarily has not had time to digest 
the vast mass of material that has 
come into ills possession, but be said 
that lie thought the method adopted 
to 'make the mineral resources of tin' 
Dominion known could hardly be im- 
proved upon. He thought the attitude 
of Canada in respect to the future of 
its mining ought to be one of "cheerful 
optlm Ism." 

A tour, such a;; the members of the 
Institute ami their guests are making 
necessitates more or less hurried in- 
vestigations, and tiie more experienced 
the observer is the less likely he will 
be to express opinions. The gain to 
the country from such a tour Is largely 
duo to -tiie general impression left 
upon the minds of those who take it. 
If they return home convinced in their 
own rh.inds that in all reasonable pro- 
bability mining may become even a 
more Important industry than It now 
is. much good will be accomplished. 
To our distinguished visitors Canada 
must hereafter bo very much more 
than a geographical expression. They 
can hardly fail to have remarked the 
wide distribution, even throughout the 
narrow bolt which they- have traveled, 
of tiie economic minerals, and the in- 
formation at their command concerning 
the great unprospected, regions to the 
north will enable them to form a very 
excellent Idea of what may be looked 
for as thai vast domain is explored. 
Therefore when .Mr. Frechevilie says 
that we may entertain a feeling of 
"cheerful optimism," he says very 
much indeed, and if our visitors re- 
turn to their homes in . Europe and 
the United States cheerfully optimistic 
of the future of Canada, from the 
standpoint of mineral development the 
country will have reason to applaud 
tiie sagacity of those to whom the In- 
auguration and carrying out of tills 
very successful tour ia due. 



THE BURDEN OF TAXATION 

We have on several occasions 
pointed out what we thought was cer- 
tain proof that the Liberal govern- 
ment has Increased the burden of 
taxation. We have laid stress upon 
the fact that the only source, from 
which the government can get money, 
Is by .taking It from the pockets of 
the people, and that, although there 
may have been changes in the Cus- 
toms schedule the. fact that the peo- 
ple are paying immensely more in the 
aggregate than they did under the 
Conservative regime, is tho only evi- 
dence that is required to show an in- 
crease. Tho Finance Minister has 
made many speeches In which he. lias 
advanced tho claim that the changes, 
which ho made in the tariff, have 
given effect to the promise made in 
favor of a policy of free trade, but 
the absurdity of such a claim is plain 
enough when we refer to the trade 
returns. The Montreal Gazette dis- 
cusses the question as follows: 

An examination of the record ex- 
poses the emptiness of this claim. The 
last revision of tho tariff under a 
Conservative administration was made 
in 1804, that tariff being in force until 
1897, when the first Fielding tariff was 
Introduced. Under that tariff the 
average duty paid upon each $100 of 
goods imported into Canada was 
$18:24. For tho year ended March 
31, 1908, the imports entered for con- 
sumption were $330,770,2S1. Taxed at 
the average rate paid under the Foster 
tariff there would have been imposed 
upon these importations the sum of 
$01,3:12,500. There was actually col- 
lected as customs taxation upon these 
goods under the Fielding tariff 
$58,320,737, or $3,011,853 less than 
would have been paid under tiie aver- 
age of the Foster tariff. In his bud- 
get speech last March, Mr. Fielding, 
on tho authority of tho census bureau, 
placed the population of Canada at 
6,153,789, so that the reduction of cus- 
toms taxation under the Fielding 
tariff amounted to something llko 40 
cents per head of the population. 

It will Interest those Canadians who 
believe In free trade to learn that the 
difference between the Fielding tariff, 
which is held up to them as a tariff 
for revenue only, and tho Foster tariff 
of 1894, which they arc asked to con- 
sider as a most vicious application 
of the principle of protection, amounts 
to less than half a dollar per head 
of the population. It clearly estab- 
lishes that the Lnurlcr government 
has no claim upon their support ns Be- 
lievers in free trade. 

To speak of a tariff as one based 
on the principles of free trade which 
leads to no other result than this is 
to make a gross misuse of words. 
Tho Liberals have endeavored to im- 
pose upon the credulity of the people. 
It is to be remembered in considering 
the above figures that, if it had not 
been for the British preference, the 
duties paid would have been higher 
than they would have been If the Con- 
servative tariff had been continued. 
There never was anything . hollower 
than the claim of tho Liberals that 
they favor free trade. 

There Is no doubt that tills year's 
crop will establish the reputation of 
Canada as the producer of the best 
wheat grown anywhere in the world.

Next month representatives of 
Cape Colony, the Orange River Colony, 
Natal and the Transvaal are to meet 
for the purpose of arranging a basis for 
tiie union of these several colonics Into 
a confederation, The outcome of the 
meeting will be watched with the 
greatest Interest all over the civilized 
world. Britain is trying an extraor- 
dinary experiment In South Africa, and 
it is not very easy for any one to say 
what the outcome of it will be. 



The Canadian Pacific strike is as- 
suming a very serious phase now that 
tho locomotive engineers have given 
the company notice' that unless the 
strike is settled in another week they 
will not run the. engines, but will ap- 
peal to the Railway Commission. We 
assume thai, the position taken by 
the engineers is that the engines are 
not safe to run. This would take 
their proposed action out of the pro- 
hibited scope of "the sympathetic 
strike." 



Twelve years ago tho Liberals were 
in control in all tho provinces, with 
tho single exception, we think, of 
British Columbia. Now they have 
only Nova Scotia, Quebec, and the two 
new provinces, which were, lately 
created and are too new to have de- 
veloped provincial Issues. They lost 
New Brunswick, Ontario, Prince iOd- 
ward island and Manitoba, and failed 
to carry British Columbia on a 
straight party fight. Why is this? 
The answer must lie that tho. people 
want a change. 

The cholera scare Is becoming quite 
general In Europe. The horrible dis- 
ease is growing more violent in Europe 
and very naturally the officials of 
Germany are. much concerned over the 
situation. Modern sanitary methods 
ought to bo able to copo with it and 
whilo they may not bo equal to the 
task of checking. the disease altogether, 
they may keep It within narrow limits. 
Tho only reason any uneasiness need 
be felt in this part of the world Is 
because of Us prevalence in Manila, 



although It Is not reported to be on 
the Increase there. 



Mr. Roblln, speaking In Halifax, 
condemned, the Laurier government 
"fur violating Its promises, for de- 
moralising the public service, for ex- 
travagance and waste of public funds, 
for alienating tho public domain to 
benefit political friends, for careless- 
ness and indifference in the admin- 
istration of public affairs, for ineffi- 
ciency and - incompetence, for having 
brought discredit on the name of 
Canada, and for lowering the tone 
of public life." This Is a pretty sorl- 
ousi indictment and the worst of It 
all is that the facts can be adduced 
to prove it. 

In view ot the declaration by tho 
Liberals that rural free delivery Is to 
be a part of tho policy of the govern- 
ment, it is interesting to note that: in 
his platform, promulgated at Halifax 
on August 20, 1907, Mr. It. L. Borden 
declared in favor of "the Improvement 
of existing postal facilities, especially 
In newly developed portions of the 
country, and the inauguration, utter 
proper inquiry, as to cost of a system 
of free rural delivery." In view- of this, 
it hardly lies in tlio'mouths of tho sup- 
porters of tho government to challenge 
the assertion that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has stolen the Conservative policy. 

Mr. Tompleman received the Liberal 
nomination as it matter of course. 
Whether any one else will be In the 
hold is not yet known. A persistent 
rumor credits Mr. Joseph Martin witli 
the intention of being a candidate. 
Other candidates are mentioned, but it 
would not bo fair to publish their 
names without sonic better authority 
than street talk. Mr. Martin, however, 
is in a political class by himself, lie 
is said to have expressed his readiness 
to run in each and every constituency 
in tho province. For ourselves we do 
not see why any pent-up Utica should 
limit bis ambitions In this respect. 
Why not run In every constituency 
in Canada? 



The total capitalization of the 7S3 
companies organized to do business in 
the Cobalt mining district is $674,- 
421,000. This Is something "fierce" to 
use the very forceful slang of the 
day. Of course, of tills five hundred 
and seventy-four millions of dollars 
very few represent 100 cents. Tho 
public were not fleeced quite as much 
as tiie figures on their face seem to 
indicate. Hence tho $5,000,000 worth 
of dividends which the companies 
havo paid out of the $10,000,000 ot sil- 
ver taken out moans a larger measure 
of profit to sonic people than might 
seem probable nt first sight. But of 
the 7S3 companies only a comparative- 
ly few have entered the dividend- 
paying stage or ever will do so. The 
great majority of the others have 
only given their shareholders some 
prettily engraved pieces, of paper and 
many unfulfilled hopes. In these 
figures there Is a lesson for would-be 
investors. Once a man asked if an- 
other played poker. The reply was: 
"No; he only thinks he does." That 
Is the way it Is with tiie great major- 
ity of those who buy mining stocks. 
They do not Invest money; they only 
think they do. But, as we said yes- 
terday, there is not much use. In talk- 
ing about such matters. The passion 
for gambling is born witli us, and 
it is D'y no means certain that it 'dies 
with us. At any rate most of us live 
as though we were ready to take our 
chances in the next work as well as 
in this. 



Complaints readied the Colonist re- 
cently of serious assaults being com- 
mitted by hoys upon Chinamen, in 
one instance some Chinamen were 
working in a ditch and were stoned 
by a lot of white boys. One of the 
men was very badly injured, so much 
so that he had to discontinue his work 
and lias not been able to resume it. 
This is an abominable state of things, 
and surely there ought to be some way 
of stopping it. What has come over 
the boys of this community that they 
have forgotten that as British lads 
they are in duty bound to respect the 
rights of tho aliens and of people of 
another race who happen to lie 
amongst us? Have they lost all senso 
of manliness? Now we appeal to 
every father and mother Who reads 
tills paragraph to take this matter up 
with their own boys. We ask every 
school teacher to do so. It may be 
that none of the boys Who are guilty 
of the outrages mentioned are sons 
of Colonist readers. At least we should 
hope they are not. Hut Colonist read- 
ers can do much towards Inculcating 
in tho minds of the boys of Victoria 
a proper sense of their duty In this 
regard. It ought to be possible to 
produce such a sentiment among the 
boys that the young hoodlum, who 
would venture to strike a defenceless 
Chinaman, would be made to feel that 
ho was disgraced. There is danger 
that serious results may follow from 
assaults of the kind mentioned. Tho 
Chinamen are long-suffering, but they 
may sonic day take a revenge upon 
their tormentors, which will be very 
serious.

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NOTE AND COMMENT 

President Holland, of tho Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association, summed 
up the financial and commercial situ- 
ation in Canada ' in his' annual ad- 
dress beforo the'recent meeting of the 
association In Montreal. Among other 
things tho president said: 

Referring to tho trade depression, 
the president said that Cunada had 
been , no exception to the rule, for all 
classes and all trades hud suffered. 
Possibly its effect had not been fult 
quite so keenly here as. in other coun- 
tries, for the rapid settlement of the 
northwestern provinces and tho con- 
struction of thousands of miles of rail- 
way had relieved tho situation. Upon 
the farmer the burden seemed to have 
rested with comparative lightness. Ap- 
pearances would seem to indicate, 
however, that the turning point had 
now been reached. Assurances of an 
abundant harvest had already estab- 
lished confidence to a marked degree. 
Buyers were beginning to contract for 
materials twelve to eighteen months 
in advance. Tho lessons taught by 
the present depression .had been 
many. Among them the manufac- 
turer had been Impressed as never 
before with tho fact that his very 
existence depended upon a thorough 
organization of all departments; -Com- 
petition, had proved a splendid speei- 
for many of the complaints which 
business Is heir to. 



The burden of peace or war Is in 
the hands of one man In Europe, says 
Andrew Carnegie, tho steel magnate 
of the United States, and that man 
J is the Kaiser of Germany. Mr. Car- 
negie says: 

If I were In Berlin and had a word 
t') say, my thoughts necessarily would 
How in one direction. I cannot cscapu 
the conclusion that the abolition of 
war among civilized nations as u 
mode of settling international disputes 
is very easily accomplished. There 
will be one man In Berlin while your 
• congress is in session who has only 
to speak the word. If the Emperor 
of Germany over realized his mani- 
fest destiny peace would follow. He 
lias it in his power to abolish war 
among civilized nations. All ho has 
to do is to ask Great Britain, France 
and the United States to unite with 
: him in declaring that, since the world 
lias contracted to "a neighborhood," and 
ft is constant and Instantaneous com- 
, munlcatlon, one part with another, tho 
interchange of products between them 
amounting to thousands of millions a 
; year, tho time has passed when any 
one civilized nation can be permitted 
to break that peace in which all aro 
so deeply interested. International dis- 
putes must be settled by arbitration. 
Neither of the threo countries could 
afford to reject this invitation, and the 
Emperor would have performed an un- 
equalled service to the world. Whether 
his Majesty is to fail in this great 
mission and pass into history as one 
of a long line of rulers, not men of 
achievements but only. of title, or to 
awake some morning to his duty and 
, : perform his mission we cannot toll, 
' but I shall hope thnt tho nngel of the 
Lord will appear unto him. 

The. microbe of Independence has 
permeated the world, and Turkey Is 
not to be the only land where its 

U results will bo shown, according, to. a. 
despatch from Geneva. Perhaps there 

• : will be excitement in Egypt, before 
the. wave of autonomy has spent it-, 
self. The despatch says: 

At a recent meeting tho* "Voting 
Egyptian party" was organized on the 
same linos as the "Young Turks." A 
despatch was sent to Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs, protesting against the continued 
occupation of Egypt by Great Britain, 
and reminding him of the British 
, Government's oft repeated promise 
to withdraw tho troops. A second 
despatch was sent to the Khedlva, 
Abbis Hllma, requesting the restora- 
tion of a Parliamentary regime. 

The proposed confederation of the 
South African colonies will be fraught 
with difficulties; although its advent 
is certainly assured. Speaking of the 
problems that will confront tho dip- 
lomats who are to bring that union 
about, a. London correspondent says: 

When Natal, Cape Colony, the 
Transvaal, and the Orange River 
Colony become one state, its territory 
will cover close on half a million 
square miles, or five times that of 
Great Britain, and to the convention 
at Durban — the new colony will be 
doubled In area, and will be equal to 
France, ^Germany, Spain, Italy and 
Austria-Hungary put together. Tho 
total population of the new state will 
bo about fi, 000,000. "The future of 
South Africa is a vast unknown re- 
gion, and evil to tho empire," said 
Lord M liner In a recent speech, and 
lie knew what he was talking about. 

But before union can bo accomplish- 
ed there are difficulties to be over- 
come. There is a race question, there 
in a debt question, and there is a trade 
question. Australia had the two last, 
Canada the first and last; South Afri- 
ca has all three. 

The greatest trouble of all is the 
race question. In all four colonies th

Four painful journeys across a dreary 
desert with a moving picturo machine 
in tow — this Is tho unusual feat which 
was accomplished by two persons re- 
cently. The travellers were Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Kemp, well-known as ex- 
plorers and lecturers. Their object 
was to obtain moving pictures of the 
Hop! Indians' snake dance, after five 
unsuccessful attempts. Mr. Kemp has 
been an interested student of what he 
considers the strangest of till the In- 
dian tribes, the "Hopls." There nre 
about 7,000 of them In Arizona. Mr. 
Kemp has made the dances of the 
various tribes a study for a number of 
years, and had up to the time of the 
'Frisco disaster a splendid collection 
of motion pictures of these dances, 
which might have been of great his- 
toric and cthonloglcal value. But ho 
lost most of tho fruits of fifteen 
years' work in tho earthquake and 
has only the "Hopl" dance left of all 
the motion pictures.

Ho received his 
C.M.G. in 1S9J, and his K.C.M.G. in 
1S99. Sir Henry was burled on Tues- 
day at tho Mortlake Roman Catholic 
Cemetery.

London's most famous fireman, Sir 
Eyre Massey Shaw, for thirty years 

chief officer of tho fire brigade, died 
at Folkestone last week, ho was ap- 
proaching his eightieth year. Most 
of us are happily, too young to re- 
member the days when Captain Shaw 
undertook tho reorgalsation of tho 
(ire service In 1SG1. In those days 
manual pumps wcro used Instead of 
steam fire-engines, and there were no 
calls at tho street corners. It was 
necessary to go to a fire-station and 
pull a bell in order to call the brigade. 
Tho Metropolitan Fire Brigade camo 
Into existence. Captain Shaw Intro- 
duced lire alarms and established them 
all over London,' and set lire-floats 
on tho rivers. He started the svstein 

of inspecting theatres and regulating 
the exits and fire-appliances, and 
King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
frequently accompanied him on a fire- 
engine to the scene of big conflagra- 
tions, j When in tho early 'eighties 
Captain Shaw visited New York and 
some of the European capitals, ho 
was able to declare that lie had seen 
nothing in advance of his own brigade. 

Tho London County Council took 
many other valuable aids to the work 
In hand. On his retirement Queen 

Victoria made him a knight, and a year 
later he became a Freeman of tho 
City of London. In the last vears 
of his life Captain Shaw suffered ill- 
ness that led to tho amputation first 
of one log and then of the other. He 
was a popular officer, devote 1 lo his 
ivork, and all who furthered it. 



Sir Robert Hart Is acknowledged 
(says the Dally News) to be the great- 
est European authority on China. 
While not prepared to discuss tho Con- 
stitution in full, he gave to our repre- 
sentative yesterday some Idea as to tho 
trend of the movement of which It la 
the result. Before ho loft China there 
were public Indications In towns and 
cities of a growing desire for this re- 
form. "I understand from mall matter 
I have received," said Sir Robert to our 
representative, "that odicts dealing 
with this reform havo been issued. It 
is Impossible to say when a parliament 
will be summoned. It may bo next 
year or it may be in ten years. Tho nu- 
cleus of a constitutional Government 
has been established- for many years. 
China docs not assimilate Western 
ideas quickly. As a nation she Is easily 
governed. Her people are law-abiding 
among themselves. It Is not for me to 
criticise any action the Throne may 
take In this matter. I am only on leavo 
for twelvo months, and at the end of 
that time I should be Willing, if health 
permits, to return to tho country to ro- 
BUthe my official duties. But, even if h 
Parliament were summoned under a 
constitutional regime, I think many of 
the old forms of government would still 
be ndhered to. Two years beforo tho 
siege of Peking many edicts were is- 
sued and changes foreshadowed. A par- 
liament will of course bo moro repre- 
sentative of the people, but I do not 
think the Imperial power would bo les- 
sened. There aro eighteen provinces in 
China proper and three in Manchuria, 
and those possess a form of local gov- 
ernment. If an edict were Issued to- 
morrow establishing a Parliament, 
those peoplo who have become ac- 
quainted with tho forms of Western 
civilization would doubtless regard it 
as a progressive movement, but what 
of the people of the Interior — tho four 
hundred millions who constltuto tho 
Chinese race? Sir Robert referred to 
tho Chineso Commissioners sent to 
various countries to study the different 
forms of government on the spot. Some 
of these gentlemen have submitted 
their reports to tho Chinese Govern- 
ment. "At tho time when I left Peking 
It did not come to my knowledge upon 
what basis tho new Constitution was to 
bo framed," said Sir Robert. Some 
months ago ho expressed the hope that 
the next ten or twenty years would see 
progress of the best kind along the lino 
In China. "Until now," ho wrote, "wo 
havo simply been feeling tho way, and 
preparing foundations, but now tho new 
generation Is going to build and 
China's pagoda will tower high among 
the nations." Sir Robert spoke of' the 
changes In the attitude of different sec- 
tions of the people In some of the towns 
and cities. The number of newspapers 
lias Increased, he said and It was no 
uncommon thing to see street meetings 
being conducted by those Chinese stu- 
dents who had boon In Europe or 
America,- and had come under tho mo- 
dernizing influence of theso two con- 
tinents. ! . . 

The Dally Mall says: Princo von 
Buelow "would seem to have acquired 
an Inveterate habit of commenting on 
the words of his Emperor by doing 
deeds that are directly at variance 
with their purport. Just when 'our 
souls aro beginning to overflow with 
tho milk of .human kindness and wo 
are making ready to welcome tho 
millennium vouchsafed from the Im- 
perial palace -there clangs upon our 
ears a, discordant note that sets tho 
sensitive nerves of Europe jarring. 
Can Germans bo surprised If wo oc- 
casionally regard these discords " as 
heing deliberately produced, and fall 
to recognise that they are the • in- 
dication of Ministerial defects? Ger- 
mans , are a musical race, and know 
even better than ourselves the laws 
of harmony. How does it happen that 
they so rarely discern the discords of 
Wllhelmstrasse? Wo are asked to 
believe that' neither the sudden de- 
parture of the German Consul for Fez 
nor the note to the Powers Inviting 
them immediately to acknowledge 
Malay Hafld Is intended to disturb 
the harmony of the signatories of the 
Algeelras convention. Dr. Vassel's 
secret journey, we nre told, was in- 
stigated solely by private business, 
and the note was merely a little re- 
minder from Prince von Buelow that 
Mulay Hafld Is a candidate for a 
throne that nppears to be vacant. 
There Is a story, for the truth of 
which we can vouch, of a German of- 
ficer in Manchuria who was allotted 
quarters in a Chinese house, and who, 
finding the door closed against him, 
drew his sword and slashed In the 
windows. When remonstrated with 
ho explained thnt he was merely call- 
ing the attention of his host to the 
fact that ho had arrived. Of course 
we accept such assurances In the 
spirit in which they are offered. At 
the same time we would urge upon 
the German Chancellor tho desirability 
of reading more carefully his emper- 
or's speeches and of regulating his 
own impulses with greater solicitude 
for the nerves of Europe. 

Amid all the problems confronting 
the Young Turks tho question of 
Macedonia is probably the most diffi- 
cult, and it is in dealing with this 
that they havo to face tho most 
critical scrutiny of the world. It is 
no easy tnsk says the Morning Post, 
not only to put an end to the anarchy 
and ferment that have disfigured the 
country for years, but also to recon- 
cile to Ottoman rule races which havo 
long cherished the hope of indepen- 
dence, and which have been ' divided 
by bitter rivalry and murderous an- 
tagonism. That tho feelings, jealous- 
ies, and animosities of tho past aro 
not yet extinguished is only too 
evident In the renewal of charges and 
recriminations between Bulgarians and 
Greeks. It also seems clear that there 
will bo difficulties in reconciling tho 
alms and programme of tho Turkish 
reformers with the demands of tho 
various races In Macedonia for sep- 
arate treatment and for a large mea- 
sure of autonomy. It Is to bo hoped 
that a solution will be found that, 
while preserving the supremacy of tho 
Turkish Parliament and fully safe- 
guarding the Integrity of the Turkish 
dominions, may provide for fair and 
equal treatment of the different com- 
munities in Macedonia.

ENGLAND'S FUTURE 

LIES IN CANADA 

John Ash worth a Staunch Be- 
lievejs in Mineral Riches 
of Dominion.. 



Prominent among the English engin- 
eers who arc visiting British Columbia 
as the guests Of the Canadian insti- 
tute of Alining Engineers is John Ash- 
worth, the veteran president of the 
Manchester Geological and Mining so- 
ciety, past vice-president of the British 
Institute of Alining Engineers und a 
member or officer of hall' a dozen other 
Important bodies, both scientific and 
commercial, !n the old country.

Ashv/orth yesterday to a Col- 
onist reporter, and that pregnant 
phrase sums up his view of a situation 
which ho naturally approaches from 
tho standpoint- of .the Englishman. lie 
has paid frequent visits to this vast 
Dominion and .has had excellent oppor- 
tunities of learning something at first 
hand regarding its mineral resources. 
On the other hand he knows tho old 
land, overcrowded with workers and 
its banks .slutted with capital often 
obliged to be content with very mea- 
gre returns. The result is that ho 
loses no opportunity of impressing 
upon tho British capitalist what gol- 
den opportunities await the judicious 
Investment of funds In the Dominion. 

A striking proof of this is to be found 
In the speech which he delivered at 
.Manchester on tho 12th of last Novem- 
ber when he was elected president of 
the Manchester Geological and Mining 
society, C: speech which was printed 
and distributed among all the 11,000 
members of the soeir'v. After point- 
ing out that the miner wus the pioneer 
in all communities and what v«v»t hive 
of Industry ho had created oat of ttii 
agricultural country which formerly 
surrounded tho great manufacturing 
towns of the midlands of England, ho 
said: 

"It seems to be that the minor would 
do well to turn his attention more as- 
siduously to the vast Dominion fit- 
Canada," and thereupon proceeded to 
give a running sketch of the mineral 
resources of the different provinces of 
Canada. The address was replcto with 
interesting facts and convincing flgr 
urcs. Unlike some easterners, he did 
not overlook British Columbia. De- 
scribing it he said: 

"This region is by far the most im- 
portant part of Canada as regards 
mining," while of the Boundary coun- 
try ho said: 

"For the variety and value of its 
ores, it will be difficult to find, an 
equal." 

Air. Ashworth's ilrst visit to Canada 
was in 1SSD when he came out to r 
port upon a mine. Even at that date 
he predicted the discoveries of miner- 
als in Ontario. He said yesterday: 

Foretold Ontario's Riches 
I "When I passed through that appar- 
ently barren region, and noted the 
rocks and sparse timber, I said: 'That 
country was not created to lie waste 
It seems barren now, but some day- 
great riches will be found beneath its 
surface.' Since then the great mines 
of Cobalt have- been discovered, and 
other deposits are being found. While 
of course, I was speaking generally 
having no idea of the existence of 
those particular deposits, I was con- 
vinced on my first trip that the min- 
eral riches of Canada were immense 
and were still untouched.- They are 
hardly scratched today, and no one 
can estimate the development that will 
take place in tho future. 

"I hope to see British capital flow 
into this country move freely than it 
has ever done, and at home I am con 
stantiy endeavoring to impress this 
view upon capital, in England, they 
have not guaged this country yet. We 
live in an island UfiO miles long, and 
we do not realize till we traverse it 
what 3,000 miles mean." 

That Air. Ashworth's plea in Eng- 
land bears the same ring as docs his 
talk out here is well exemplified by 
one of the closing paragraphs of the 
address referred to: 

"Tho principal object of my address 
is to endeavor to bring before your 
notice something of the immensity of 
tiie value of our Canadian possessions 
with a view to Impressing upon you 
the importance of direct Investment 
of British capital in Canada, Instead 
of through the New York and other 
stock exchanges as at tho present time; 
for tho danger is that Americans will 
secure the command, through capital, 
of Canadian mining and other under 
takings. If this country is to have 
and to keep the controlling power, it 
is essential that she should hold tho 
purse string:-."

MINING INSTITUTE 

HELD SHORT SESSION 

(Continued from Pago Two) 



who have come from across tho water 
who have come from the old land, from 
Croat Britain as well as to thoso who 
have come to us from the continent of 
Europe, and who have taken so mark- 
ed an interest in British Columbia as 
to join your party here today. (Ap- 
plause.) While as concerns our good 
friends from tho south there is indeed 
nothing too warm, nothing too cor- 
dial that I could possibly say that I 
am not to be fully understood as say- 
ing when I bid them welcome to our 
midst. (Applause.) For, we know 
these gentlemen so well, so Intimately, 
and wo are so very close to them in 
pretty nearly everything that we can- 
not help but feel that they are almost 
at one with us. (Applause.) 

"Permit me, further, without other 
excuse to extend a most hearty wel- 
come to my old friend, your president, 
as .."11 as to all tho other representa- 
tive mining- men who are hero from 
other parts of the province of British 
Columbia. (Applause.) "White, in 
conclusion, I have to say on behalf of 
tho province that I offer many and 
very hearty thanks for all tho trouble 
which has born taken in connection 
with this most Important enterprise 
in entertaining you all as representa- 
tive mining men; and lastly, although 
by no moans the least, of my pleasant 
tasks I feel it to bo my peculiar duty, 
and it is, moreover, a duty which I 
perform with very great pleasure In- 
deed to make some especial reference 
to my friend Mr. Tompleman, the 
minister of mines for the Dominion 
of Canada, who is also present with 
us. (Applause.) I think, sir, that wo 
are indeed, both as a province and as 
a people, and particularly is this tho 
case in this city of Victoria to ho 
warmly congratulated upon the fact 
that one of our fellow citizens and a 
fellow Canadian hn.f .. been chosen to 
occupy the very high and very respon- 
sible olllce of minister of mines iu the 
Dominion . cabinet,, .and . I further be- 
lieve, if I can go so Sax, I can make 
this further statement, that this af- 
fords very strong evidence indeed of 
tho fact that the province of British 
Columbia is already acknowledged by 
the rest of Canada to be tho great 
mining country of the whole Domin- 
ion. (Hear, hear.) And while I am 
making this just reference to my good 
friend Air. Tompleman, It Is but right 
to .remember the circumstance that 
tho federal government by extending 
its patronage to the visiting mining 
delegates has done a splendid work, 
and lias, moreover, done something for 
Which every possible credit should be 
freely given to thorn, and not-only by 
tho people who happen to live in this 
province of British Columbia but also 
by all the people who live in tho Do- 
minion at large. (Applause.)' 

"Air. President, ladies and gentle- 
men, I thank you, and I welcome you 
to the important province of British 
Columbia. ( Applause;.) 

Air. Hodges: "Gentlemen— I think 
that wo are verv fortunate in having 
as tho Minister of Alines of the Do- 
minion the Hon. Air. Tcmpleman. 
(Hoar, hear.) Wo all, and certainly 
the members of the Canadian Alining 
Institute, owe him a great deal, and 
I heartily endorse what tho Premier 
has just said in regard to him. And 
as he and the department over which 
ho presides are probably the means 
of permittting us to hold this meet- 
ing hero today, in these peculiarly 
favorable circumstances, I take very 
great pleasure in calling upon him to 
say to you a few words." (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Templemnn 

Hon. Mr. Tompleman: "Air. Presi- 
dent, ladles and gentlemen: It affords 
me a great deal of gratification indeed 
to meet the mining men in Canada 
and their guests 011 this occasion, and 
both in my official as well as in my 
private capacity as a citizen of tin; 
city of Victoria, to welcome you, not 
only to this city, ' but also to tho 
province or British Columbia. (Hear, 
hear.) It might have been more suita- 
ble If I had not come out to the West 
had 1 met tho visiting delegation in 
tho city of Quebec in the very llrst 
instance, but still. I thought I would 
have that pleasure here, which as a 
matter of fact, I am experiencing at 
tho present moment. (Hear, hear.) 

"f am quite sure, sir, that this 
visit of the mining men of Canada, 
of Great Britain and of the United 
States, as well as of those gentlemen 
who have come hero from tho Contin- 
ent of Europe, as i believe, that some 
of the delegates who are present to- 
day have come from other countries, 
will be of very great ultimate benefit 
not only to our visitors but also to 
Ihe people of Canada as a whole, while 
it will and must be of especial benefit 
to tho. whole mining industry of Can- 
ada. (Applause.) 

"I am, or rather have been, for a 
very short time Indeed, Minister of 
Mines of the Dominion of Canada, for 
this branch of the government, gentle- 
men, has been but recently organized, 
having been formed not more than a 
year ago. . We have had in Canada 
for many years a Geological Survey, 
and wo have now Instituted a depart- 
ment of mines, of which the geological 
survey Is an important branch; while 
wo also have a mining branch for tho 
express purpose of extending a:; 
rapidly as possible, as well as of 
strengthening our Department of 
mines. (Hear, hear.) For wo believe, 
gentlemen, that throughout Canada, 
many great mining opportunities and 
great mining enterprises remain to 
bo developed. (Hear, hear,) As a 
matter of fact, as 1 might he permitted 
to explain, for the Information of our 
Visitors, that while, the Provinces as a 
rule have jurisdiction and control over 
their own mining laws, and over their 
own mining legislation, the Dominion 



has in respect to those provinces 
where it owns the public lands, as is 
tho caso of Manitoba; Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, as well as In the terri- 
tory to tho northward of these pro- 
vinces, tho same jurisdiction over 
their mining legislation and over their 
mining development that the legisla- 
ture and the government of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia possesses 
in respect to the mining legislation 
and the mining administration of this 
province. (Hoar, hear.) So that, as 
will readily bo perceived from this 
statement, thore exists a Hold and an 
enormous Held, for tho Department of 
Mines of tho Dominion of Canada 
successfully to occupy. (Applause.) 
And wo have moreover, some reason, 
indeed, to think, sir, that in tho 
North and perhaps in tho far North, in 
that great and undeveloped and unex- 
plored country — northern country — wo 
have vast mineral resources. (Hear, 
hear.) We have had, sir, in recent 
years, In the discovery of tho Klon- 
dike and more recently still in the 
discovery of . the immense riches of 
Cobalt, which lies almost within the 
settled area of the province of On- 
tario, or at all events, within the very 
northern fringe fit its settlement, evi- 
dence that in that great, great, unex- 
plored northern country there may 
very possibly bo found still other 
Cobalts and other fields just as rich 
as thoso which have boon laid bare 
in other parts of this Dominion of 
Canada; so that, .gentlemen, it will be 
the equally tho duty as it will be the 
privilege of this Department of Alines 
of the Dominion of .Canada, to keep an 
ever watchful eye in particular over 
this vast northern territory of ours. 
(Hear, hear.) While, I further trust, 
that in addition to all this, over the 
whole of Canada and even over thoso 
parts of It where we have no territor- 
ial jurisdiction, wo will have a vast 
Hold for the display of our energies, 
as well as for such a legitimate ex- 
penditure as will encourage and assist 
our great mining industry. (Applause.) 
Minister Himself Astounded 

"I am sure, gentlemen, that you have 
had a very pleasant trip. I was your 
forerunner through tho Crow's Nest 
Pass with my friend, Mr. It. W. 
Brock, acting director of the Geological 
Survey of Canada, und if you had but 
half as strenuous time as I had in 
coming through the same tunnels that 
1 passed through and in climbing 
mountains that I climbed, and in go- 
ing up that very remarkable tram- 
way to the head of the mine there 
as well as in going through the Blue 
Bell mine, etc., I am sure that you 
had a very strenuous time indeed. 
(Hear, hear and laughter.) 

For, as I am compelled to admit 
this was tho first time in my life 
that I visited the famous mines of tho 
Crow's Nest Pass, beginning at the 
eastern boundary , of the province of 
British Columbia, and going as far as 
Hedley; and, although 1 have been a 
resident of this province for some 25 
years, and of Canada, all my life, I 
was simply astounded in seeing the 
really marvellous development, which 
has taken place in that country in 
the very brief period of the last few 
years. (Hear, hear.) * 

"Why, as Mr. McBrlde has said, it 
is only a little over a decade ago, that 
the Crow's Nest Pas3 mines were 
discovered, so to speak; although a 
lode mine has been worked there, 
which is 20 years old. (Hear, hear) 
Tho Crow's Nest Pass railway was 
not built until 1S97; and as a matter 
of fact, the wonderful development 
which Is how visible In that country 
is the result of the work which has 
been accomplished during the last 
twelve or, 'fifteen years. (Hear. hear). 
Now, gentlemen, that is certainly re- 
markable development, and I am sure 
that it must have surprised. In par- 
ticular, our friends here, who come 
from Great Britain. (Hear, hear). We 
Canadians are used to rapid improve- 
ments, and to tho great growth of 
cities and of towns, and I am confident 
that it must have highly puzzled our 
friends from Great Britain when they 
realized that everything, which they 
have witnessed in the way of mining 
development and of transportation fa- 
cilities from the Crow's Nest Pass 
country to Hedlcy, has been the re- 
sult, it not of merely the last ten — 
certainly then of the last twenty years, 
which points to the perfectly marvel- 
lous development of Canada, within 
comparatively recent times. 

"The- department of mine;: of the 
Dominion of Canada, therefore, for 
I am speaking as the representative 
hero of tho Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada, welcomes on this 
occasion to our country, the visitors 
from abroad, and both from the 
United States to the south of us, as 
well as from Europe, across the seas. 
(Applause). We are indeed, glad to 
have you bore, and we further trust 
that your visit will inure to tho gen- 
eral advantage of the great mining in- 
dustry a£ Canada, as it certainly 
should do, while we hope, that our 
friends from Great Britain will not 
only see and realize but also tall the 
people in tho Old Country of the 
enormous possibilities in a mining 
way, which are possessed by our Do- 
minion of Canada. (Applause). We 
have, gentlemen, an abundance of un- 
developed mineral wealth, and wo 
need just two things to enable us to 
produce, on a still greater scale than 
has been the case in tho past, this en- 
ormous wealth, which wo have in our 
rocks and In our mines; and that is, 
In the tlrst place, the capitai, which 
Is required for their development, and 
in the second place, the expert 
knowledge; and just .such as wc have 
here today, to assist this capital in 
the proper and economical develop- 
ment of the groat national wealth, 
which undoubtedly reposes at tho pres- 
ent moment, In our mines. (Applause.) 

"Now, Air. Chairman, 1 am vory 
thankful indeed, for this opportunity 
for saying a tow words to tho re- 
presentative mining men whom wo 
have here today. I wish you all a 
pleasant visit to Victoria, which is 
a remarkably pleasant place in which 
to stay for a day or two, and although 
I have never been on the continent of 
Europe, and cannot speak for it — 
(Hear, hear) I know that there is no 
pleasanter place on all this continent 
than this good city of Victoria (Hear 
hear), and having rested here for a 
few days, when the lime arrives for 
von to go away, you will carry away 
with you, I am sure, the very pleasant- 
est possible recollections of it. (Hear, 
hear and applause). 

"I trust therefore, gentlemen, that 
your visit- here will not only be a 
pleasant, but also a profitable one; 
and further, that the Canadian Mining 
Institute and in particular, the west- 
ern branch of it, will have a most 
profitable msetihg, and that the im- 
portant and .national interests, which 
you have so much at heart, will lie 
very greatly furthered by this con- 
ference, and the attendance here of 
our friends from a distance. (Ap- 
plause). 

President Replies 

Air. Hodges: "I will now call upon 
the president of the Canadian Alining 
institute, Dr. Wlllet G. Miller, to re- 
ply. (Applause.) 

Dr. Miller, of Toronto: "Air. Chair- 
man, I observe that tho members of 
the Canadian Mining Institute have 
to thank the lion, the premier for 
tho very hearty welcome which he 
has just given us to this, tho capital 
of tho pruvlncu of British Columbia. 
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(Applause.) I may say, sir, that we, 
who are members of the Canadian 
Mining institute, all thoroughly real- 
ize what good friends during tho 
Whole of this very delightful excur- 
sion the Hon. Mr, Tompleman and the 
governor of tho province of British 
British Columbia have been to us. 
(Hear, hoar, and applause.) For 
they have given us every encourage- 
ment in our work, and I consider it to 
bo a most fortunate thing that Can- 
ada at tho present time possesses a 
group of public men and not only Is 
this tho case as far as tho Dominion 
Is concerned but it is also true as re- 
gards the various provinces who aro 
taking a deep interest In the. great 
mining industry (hear, hear), although 
this has not always been so. (Hear, 
hear.) It is only a few years ago, sir, 
that in my own province of Ontario 
wo wore told that the agricultural 
Industry was the one great industry 
of tho' country. (Hear, hear.) Eor 
no one either there or at that time 
had any faith in mines. (Hear, hear.) 

"But, sir, 1 am most happy in being 
able to sav that wo have now a man 
In office who is and has/ been giving 
every possible encouragement to tho 
mining industry of tho great province 
of Ontario. (Applause.) And so, sir, 
this former very unhappy state of 
things is now changed (hear, hear), 
and we have at the present time, men 
in office who are generously disposed 
to give every possible and every legi- 
timate encouragement to the mining 
Industry. (Applaucc.) 

"Why, sir, It was but the other day 
when we wore In, the province of Nova 
Scotia down by the water of the At- 
lantic ocean during this very excur- 
sion when we found that tho public, 
men of that province were positively 
enthusiastic over mines (hour, hear), 



and in point of fact tlio lieutenant 
governor and the premier who is also 
the minister of mines canie over to 
Sydney, C.B., and stayed three days' 
with us, while in Quebec the Hon. 
Mr. Devlin, tiie minister of mines for' 
that province, took the trip through 
the asbestos and the chrome region 
with us, and seemed so pleased to see- 
a body of mining men and guests." from 
abroad who were carefully examining 
into the conditions which existed in 
this country (hoar, hear), while he 
further stated when he was leaving 
lis that ho was going to muko an an- 
nual grant to this institute. (Ap- 
plause.) I have told tho minister of 
mines here all about this Incident; 
when I came up to this province, and 
1 really do not seo how ho can in tho 
circumstances avoid following Air. 
Devlin's example. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

"Moral support, sir, In a very good 
thing, but of course wc can stand tho 
other kind of support, too. (Applause 
and laughter.) I may say, sir, that 
this excursion is only part of the work 
which tho members of tho Canadian 
Alining institute aro trying to do. and 
at this point I might refer briefly to 
the manner In which this excursion 
was organized. Our secretary, Mr. 
Lamb, of Montreal, and several mem- 
bers of the council when they were 
considering tho advisability of bring- 
ing out some representative mining 
men from Great Britain and tho con- 
tinent of Europe to see our great min- 
eral resources for themselves, did not 
at all desire to bring out a large body 
of these men, bocauso when the ex- 
cursionists aro very many in number 
it often becomes a very difficult tiling 
indeed to sec things properly. (Hear, 
hoar.) What wo wished above all

The 
trees have taken on their russet tints 
but the gurdens are gay with every 
shade and tint of red and yellow. 
Here and there a cottage Is covered 
with Virginia creeper and tho rows of 
trees. .with their coral berries are a 
delight to the eye. The blue sky and 
the mellow September sunshine com- 
plete the picture. 

The attendance on opening day is 
never very largo so those who arc 
present have the better chance to ex- 
amine the exhibits. The lovely dis- 
play of flowers and fruits tempted the 
ladies to linger long in the hall of 
the main building. But having once 
ascended the somewhat narrow stair- 
way "to the. beautifully decorated 
women's department there was plenty 
to admire and, perhaps, for the woman 
skilled in heedlecraft, something to 
criticize. 

if before another year comes round 
a building for the work of women 
and children is added to those already 
on the grounds, the ladles in charge 
of this fall's display will undertake 
to fill It as they, declare that the 
space placed at their disposal this 
year is much too limited. 

In quality the display of woman's 
work ' this year surpasses that before 
shown. The place nearest the en- 
trance is given to tho work of ladies 
over sixty. Many beautiful specimens 
of the old fashioned art of knitting 
are shown as well as the comfortable 
socks and stockings which were so 
necessary in a colder climate. Yet 
some eld fashioned eyelet embroidery 
showed that in the years that have; 
passed the hand of the. old lady had 
not lost its cunning. One collection by 
an old lady over sixty had a tea 
cloth trimmed with lace so delicate 
that it would have tried tho eyes of 
her granddaughter and the daintiest 
little open work stockings.

It must have been some of the 
younger ladles who embroidered und 
constructed the dainty linen hat and 
ornamented the photograph frames 
with bright poppies or delicate violets. 
Blouses of many patterns and adorned 
with various kinds of needlework were 
to be seen as well as dainty lingerie. 

Sofa pillows of all descriptions 
looked rather out of place in their 
high position. Almost all showed 
skill in' embroidery and harmony of 
ciilurs. Whatever the artistic merits 
of a screen of satin on which was 
painted a large bouquet of our beau- 
tiful spring lilies or dogtooth violets, 
the representation was excellent. 

Some beautiful pieces of lace in 
limerick, carrlckmacross, point and 
honlton stitches were shown and a sot 
of collar, vest . and cuffs- of Irish 
crochet made one almost covetous. 
I^o "more dainty . work was shown 
than the netting which almost rivalled, 
the spider's web in fineness. Deft 
fingers have revived tne art of tatting 
and some pieces were shown that 
might compare with that done thirty 
years ago. Very effective work is ex- 
hibited in the heavier Wallaehiun emV 
bruklery and a piece of Oriental pat- 
tern and coloring was striking. The 
tea cosies were very pretty but • too 
delicate In color and material for real 
use. 

But women are not in these, days 
limited to the needle or the shuttle. 
Some of them have learned to do 
effective work with the knife and saw- 
as the pretty collection of wood carv- 
ing In wh&i were chairs, tables, a 
book case, trays, plaques and , Other 
ornamental pieces were shown. 

Several cabinets containing pieces of 
painted china of beautiful shape and 
coloring testified to the skill and taste 
of women workers. 

The children's work Is very credit- 
able. There is quite a large and varied 
collection and most of it is well done. 
A great deal of taste was shown by 
the little, girls who dressed the dolls 
for competition. A novelty hero was 
the darning done by boys and a lad 
showed that lie could supply himself 
with a waiter's apron if he needed it.

The household science department is I 
excellent. Dainties of all descriptions, 
as well as bread of almost every var- 
iety, are shown. Potatoes done to a 
turn are on the table. A better dis- 
plav for its size could scarcely be im- 
agined. Here, too, the children's work 
is" well represented. Little girls of 
twelve show breads, rolls and biscuits 
that their mothers would find if bard 
to rival. 

in tills department the weary woman 
is invited by the ladies of the Oak Bay 
Mission to partake of refreshments for 
the benelit of their fund. No one need 
come away hungry from the Fair 
grounds this year. Not only are -there 
the ordinary restaurants but four wo- 
men's societies have rest tents und 
serve refreshment.-:. .Mrs. Simpson und 
her energetic assistants have not only 
erected their tents so that they will 
afford a pleasant place in which friends 
of the Women's Council and others 
may- enjoy their cup of tea or coffee. 
Tho ingenuity or these ladies has im- 
provised a small but convenient dress- 
ing room in connection witli tills tent. 
The women of the W. G. T. U., near 
the gate, bid all welcome, and a kind 
and general band of workers aro ready 
to attend lo the wants of all comers. 

Just as busy and quite confident of 
success tire the members of the Ladies 
Auxiliary of tho Y. M. C, A., who al- I 
ready yesterday afternoon bad their 
tables set and dainties provided. The j 
ladies of the Congregational church ' 
are also anxious to minister to tho 
weary or the hungry who are willing 
to aid a good cause, while they . rest 
and are fed. All or these ladies will be 
glad of any contributions from their 
friends which may be. sent out to tho 
grounds or left at the various places 
Indicated in former notices. 



HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Neat housekeepers scald out their 
refrigerators periodically ' with hot 
water and soap; and, indeed, one 
needs to exercise every care to keep 
this ice cupboard fresh and sweet- 
smelling. Borax, however, is recom- 
mended as an improvement. 

Cold water with plenty of pure 
borax, says The Rochester Herald, is 
preferable to hot water to use in wip- 
ing oTf the walls of the refrigerator. It 
doesn't heat the box, ami being a germ 
killer, it purifies everything It touches. 
11 may also be put In the corners of 
tile refrigerator. , , 



• Its best use of all Is perhaps in keep- 
ing the receptacle for the ice itself and 
the outlet tube in pun; and sanitary 
condition. it may bo sprinkled freely 
over the bottom of the Ice box proper 
and on the rack holding the ice. As 
tho ice melts and runs away, no matter 
bow Impure it may be, the borax Is 
melted in with it, killing the germs and 
keeping tho bottom of the box clean 
and sweet-smelling, anil also the es- 
cape pipes. Just before . adding fresh 
Ice it is a good plan to pour a pint of 
water slowly on the bottom of tho ice 
box, over the rack, and let it run out, 
the fluid Hushing the escape pipes, 
which are easily clogged, Then sprinkle 
fresh borax over the rack and put in 
the ice. 

This treatment bents hot water and 
•soap every time; and Is more easily 
applied. 

Sulphur Bleach for Fruit Stains 

Stained table' linen follows the re- 
turn of the fresh-fruit season as surely 
as night, follows day. For removing 
such stains there is nothing more eL 
fectivo than the sulphur bleach. Lay a 
spoonful of sulphur on a plate and 
sprinkle with a few drops of alcohol. 
Over this place a tin funnel with the 
point upward. Touch a lighted match to 
the alcohol; wet the stained linen and 
hold the spot over the opening In tho 
point of the funnel. The sulphur fumes 
will remove tho most obstinate stain, 
seldom -requiring more than one appli- 
cation. Rinse and wash the linen at 
once to prevent rottlnrmee to prevent 
once to prevent rotting the material. 
— Woman's Home Companion.

To the housewife who frets if she 
cannot get every last little fussy thing 
In the Way of cooking and housekeep- 
ing utensils, the directions of an ex- 
perienced camper, writing in 'Forest 
and Stream,' should be of interest. His 
list of necessaries Is simple and quite 
complete': 'A frying pan, a guod sized 
tin plate, a quart cup, a tin cup and a 
two-quart bucket, a knife, fork and 
spoon will be all sullieient fur your 
needs, in the frying pan you can cook 
food and bake your bread; in the camp 
kctj.li- you can make stews and heat 
tln. r ~\vYuer to wash your dishes; in the 
quart cup you can boil your coffee, 
and with your tin boll your coffee 
lag pan you can make a useful oven. 
If this assortment does not satisfy 
you, you must bo hard to please.'

SWIFT AND STELLA 

"Matrimony has many children. 
They are Repentance, Discord, Bad 
Temper, Loathing, 'pic, '. 

So w'roto a crabbed, cynical clergy- 
man early in the seventeenth century. 
He was not the! sort .of man whom 
the average wo'mipi- would be suppos- 
ed to care about, for lie was homely, 
and of awkward, slovenly aspect. 
His temper -was savage; his satire bit 
like, vitriol. He was a bully and lacked 
all that women most admire. Yet he 
is the hero of at least three famous 
love stories. 

The man was "Jonathan Swift, dean 
of St. Patrick's, Dublin. Ills youth 
was passed In poverty and struggle. 
His pen later won for him a deathless 
reputation as a satirist and enabled 
him to rule his fellows by fear and 
ridicule. Ho ruse slowly from post to 
post in church and politics until 'no 
became dean of St. Patrick's. He 
also fought hard and successfully for 
the better treatment of Ireland's 
poor, and achieved his greatest fame 
by writing the Immortal satire known 
as "Gulliver's Travels." 

It was while Swift as a youth was 
secretary to a statesman named 
Temple that he became tutor to little 
Esther Johnson, the 8-y'ear-old daugh- 
ter of Ills employer's housekeeper. 
The child was not only clever and 
lovable, but beautiful as well. Swift 
wrote of her: "Her hair was blacker 
than a raven and every feature of her 
face is perfection." The lit, me. 
'.'Esther" moans "star." So does 

"Stella." Swift addressed the child 
as "Stella" and always afterward call- 
ed her by that affectionate nickname. 

When Stella was older she and an 
elderly chaperon came to live near 
Swift In Ireland. Fir years she ami 
the clergyman had kept up a constant, 
correspondence. As she grew to 
womanhood, their early friendship 
deepened into iove. The girl adored 
Swift with- her whole intense nature. 
He, on ills part, received her worship 
as a deserved compliment, flattered 
or neglected her, according to his 
whim, and bullied her unmercifully. 
All his caprices and domineering 
ways Stella bore without complaint'. 

Meanwhile Swift had earlier fallen 
more or less in love with a Miss War- 
ing. It was ah age of poetical, lugb- 
flown nicknames. For instance, a 
man nunied Peter Jones would sign 
his love letters "Eugenia," while John 
Smith would cull himself "Koderlgo" 
or "Amyntas." Swift called .Miss 
Waring "Varlna," and is said to have 
proposed. She rejected him. This 
was in 1694, when lie was li7. 

Two years later "Varlna" became BO 
enamored of him that she actually 
begged him to be her husband. Swift, 
who bad hud time to change his mind, 
rudely avenged himself of her earlier 
neglect by writing her so coarse rind 
brutal a letter of refusal that the 
acquaintanceship ended then und 
there. 

He began his famous flirtation with 
Hester Vanhomrlgh, a London girl of 
good family, at whose mother's house 
Swift had often been an honored 
guest. Ho called Miss Vnnhomrigh 
"Vanessa," and In his poetical effu- 
sions addressed to her signed himself 
"Cednnus." When he went back to 
Ireland Vanessa followed 'him ami 
settled in his neighbourhood'. She 
was 18. He was 44. He seems to have 
cared little for ber. She loved him 
with all her heart; so absolutely, In - 
deed, that, she was deaf to his hints 
that he was tired of her devotion. 
Swift was at bin wits' ends lo keep 
Stella and Vanessa from meeting and 
lo guard the secret of each from the 
oilier. 

In I71li he privately married Stella. 
The wedding ceremony took placo ut 
midnight In a little summer house .«ii 
the deanery grounds. At Swift's posi- 



tive orders Stella kept the marriage 
secret, for- his sake bearing patiently 
all tlie snubs and coldness of her 
neighbours sooner than to disobey her 
husband's command. 

Meanwhile Swift continued to cor- 
respond witli Vanessa, not having the 
courage to tell her be was married 
At last Vanessa, hearing rumors of 
the wedding, wrote to Stella asking if 
tho latter was really Swift's wife. 
Stella replied, telling her everything, 
and forwarded Vanessa's letter to 
Swift. 

Tho dean was wild with rage. Ho 
galloped to Vanessa's homo and fur- 
iously confronted the miserable 
woman. Describing the scene after- 
ward, Vanessa said lie was "silent but 
awful in bis looks." He slammed her 
letter down on • the fable without a 
word and rode away. Vanessa's heart 
was broken. A few weeks later lillO 
died. 

Five years afterward Stella, worn 
down by Swift's capricious behaviour 
and by the need of keeping secret her 
marriage, fell ill. As she lay oh her 
deatli bed Swift at last consented that 
their union • should be made public, 
but she murmured, "It is too kite 
now," and died. 

Striken ' witli - remorse, Swift 'turned 
to literary life for solace and won 
great and greater renown. His savage 
temper and cynicism daily grew 
more unbearable. Finally he went in- 
sane and, after three years of lunacy, 
died. Chief among ills treasures after 
death was found a strand of Stella'11 
black ringlets. Written in SwIIYb 
handwriting on the package that held 
it wsis the brief, cynically pathetic 
Inscription, "Only a woman's hair/' 
Swirt was buried in St. Patrick's 
cathedral, Dublin, in the same coflin 
with Stella. — Albert' Payson Terhune, 
In Chicago News. 



TRIED RECIPES 

Fried Tomatoes 

Cut six large, firm tomatoes In 
halves, and without peeling. Lay them 
in a pan In which you have heated 
a large tablespoonful of butter. Place 
tomatoes skin side down at tlrst. Fry 
them slowly until they aro tender, 
then carefully lift out and arrange 
on a hot platter. Let tho butter- re- 
maining in the pan brown a little; 
then stir in a tablespoonful of flour 
and let this brown slightly. Add a 
cupful of hot milk, and cook and stir 
until it bolls up; season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Lot boll three min- 
utes, altogether; then pour over tho 
torngtoets; test dusting ench piece 
with a little salt and paprika. If the 
tomatoes are a little acid, more so 
than you like, sprinkle with powdered 
sugar before frying them.

Fairy Omelet 

Beat six eggs separately, and to the 
yolks add six tablespoon fu Is of milk. 
Heat (ban with a bit of butter in it, 
and pour in the yolks, slipping the 
well-beaten whites. in last, and on top. 
Cover for a minute! Season with half 
a teaspoonful of salt and a dash of 
pepper. When done, servo on a plat- 
ter, letting the white and yellow parts 
alternate. Garnish with green.

Before tin 
audience which tilled three-fourths of 
the large pavilion at the exhibition

Mr. Spark is an horse- 
man of long experience and not given 
to expressing his opinion without rea- 
son and his remark can he taken as 
meaning that there is class in plenty 
shown by the entries at this year's 
show.

The horse show, as is customary, is 
proving one of the society events of 
the season. Last night Victoria's 
h ading citizens turned out en masse, 
The boxes, a great majority of which 
havo been engaged for the entire 
week, were well tilled with fair wo- 
men and their escorts. In tho lieuten- 
ant-governor's box were the lieutenant, 
governor, Hon. James Duusmuir, Mrs, 
Dunsmulr, Miss Marian Duusniulr, 
Miss Muriel Dunsmulr, Miss Little, 
Mrs. Harry Pooley, Mayor Hall and 
Mrs. Hall, C. J. Prior, L. M. Foote, 
Copt.

Information to the effect 'that the 
vessels of tho Paclfla whaling lleet 
have failed to make their way through 
tlio ice in tho Arctic ocean, and many 
have to abandon their crul.se to the far 
north, was contained In, a letter from 
Point Harrow, dated tho latter part 
of August, received In tl 1 i k city today. 
Xo mention was made of the whaler 
(Jlgrt, which lias not been heard from 



* The steamer Mararha, Capt. Glbb/ 
of the Canadian-Australian line, which 
reached port yesterday morning from 
Sydney via way ports with S7 first 
Clasa| GS second and 120 steerage pas- 
sengers, made a special call at Syd- 
ney island, one of the copra islands of 
Lever Bros, in the South Pacific, 
located about 4 south to ascertain if 
the workers there had any news of 
the steamer Aeon. When leaving 
Sydney word was given to keep a 
close' lookout lor the missing steamer 
and thinking it possible that she. may 
have been carried to Sydney Island the 
Marama stopped off there and a boat 
came off with tho manager of the 
settlement. Capt. Gibb enquired if any 
news had been heard of the Aeon, 
and the manager replied negatively 
stating that the United States cruiser 
Annapolis had called there from Apia 
two days previously while, engaged in 
a search of the South Pacific islands. 
On board the Annapolis was Lieut. 
Kiddle, whose wife was one of the 
passengers of the Aeon going to join 
her husband at the Tutullla station in 
the Samoan group, and he was much 
distressed In consequence, of the fail- 
ure of the search. Leaving Sydney 
Island the Annapolis proceeded south. 
Had she gone north Christmas island 
would have been the next place to 
be visited and the Aeon's castaways 
would have been rescued and the 
lieutenant found his wife. 

Tho Aeon's Passengers 
Officers of the. Mararha say the work 
of taking off the shipwrecked com- 
pany from the Aeon off Christmas 
island by the steamer Manuka will be 
most difficult. There is no anchorage 
and the steamer will have to He well 
oft the Island and send In her boats. 
The Aeon's people will have to walk 
across the leo of the island where 
there is a favorable landing, and It 
is probable that the work of vmbarking 
theni will take' over a day, probably 
two or three. According., to her 
schedule the Manuka was due at 
Fanning island yesterday and is ex- 
pected to be at Christmas island to- 
day. 

That the currents In that vicinity 
are very strong is a well known fact, 
say the otlicers- of tho Canadiau- 
• Australian liner. Often steamers are 
carried from their course unless there 
is constant watchfulness. Usually, 
though, there is a strong smell of the 
seaweed and seagrowth near tho 
islands which is sniffed on shipboard 
long before the land is in sight. 

The Marama was in port at Sydney 
when the visiting United States battle- 
ship squadron was at the Australian 
port and tho arrivals from Sydney 
say that the reefcption given the 
visitors there and at Melbourne ex- 
ceeded In enthusiasm any affair held 
for yours. The welcome was a rousing 
one. 

The Voyage 

Leaving Sydney on August 31, Bris- 
bane on September 2, the steamer ex- 
perienced fresh northeast, winds and 
moderate sea to Suva, which port was 
reached on September 11. To the line 
easterly winds and smooth sea- pre- 
vailed, and thence frcsli northeast 
winds and moderate seas were en- 
countered until arrival at Honolulu on 
September in. The run to Victoria 
was uneventful. 

The cargo of the Marama was made 
up as follows: For Victoria — 12 bar- 
rels cocoanut oil, 50 bags coffee, i 
boxes butter, 5 bales naysok, 1,488 
pieces timber. Fur Vancouver — 1,850 
Carcases froscr. mutton, 310 sacks 
sugar, 7S cases pines, 250 boxes raisins, 
4." cases jam, 25 cases canned meats, 
222 sacks maize, 4!) packages machin- 
ery, 1,674 pieces timber, 191 bags and 
EU0 barrels hides, 12 casks calfskins, 
ill bales sheep skins, 24 bales fur- 
sldns, and a quantity of sundries. 

On the trip north one of the steer- 
age passengers became insane. One 
afternoon some of the passengers 
wlille promenading in tho rain found 
the passenger, who was known as 
"Texas Joo," lying half-dressed with 
his feet dangling over the rail and 
officers were called, It was found that 
the unfortunate man had became de- ; 
merited. He was nut violent, his ail- 
ment being religious mania. He was 
secured In the steamer's hospital and 
will be landed at Vancouver for treat- 
ment.

Among tho passengers of the steam- 
er was tlio A II -British Rugby football 
team which has been playing a series 
of matches iu Australia .and New 
Zealand. The team Is made up as 
follows: Full-back, O. S. Dyke; three- 
quarters, .1.

There were also live Mormon mis- 
sionaries who have been engaged in 
proselyting In the Antipodes. After 
landing her local freights, 300 bags of 
mails. Including a big mail from the 
U. S. navy in Australian waters and 
picture postcards ad lib, tho Marama 
proceeded to Vancouver at noon. 

The steamer Den of Ruthven loft 
Honolulu tho day prior to tho Marama 
and was passed on Friday last on her 
way here. The Den of Ruthven is 
expected to reach port today.

Pugilists Who Stowed Away on 
Marama and Refused to 
Work Set Ashore at Suva

Because they had a limited knowl- 
edge of the itinerary of the Canadian- 
Australian liner Marama and scant 
education regarding the geography of 
the Pacific ports of call, Joo Grimm 
and Danny Sullivan, two heavyweight 
pugilists who were two of a dozen 
stowaways and workaways found on 
board the steamer after she left Vic- 
toria southbound were put on the. 
beach at Suva. When Capt. Gibb 
found that there were a dozen non- 
paying passengers on board he put 
them to work scrubbing paint, and 
other work to make them earn their 
passage, and Grimm and Sullivan 
worked until Honolulu was passed. 

"We're on tho way to Sydney now 
and there's no more work for you 
can't land us," said Joo Grimm with a 
knowing wink, when the boatswain 
askeil 1dm to turn to. 

"We can't land you, eh?" said the 
boatswain; "what about Suva'.'" 

"I don't know where this 'hoover' 
is, but we're on our way to Sydney; 
and we've quit work." 

A few days afterwards the Marama 
reached Suva and the pugilists who 
wouldn't work were lauded at the 
Fijian capital. There they were in 
danger of going to work or going to 
jail until they fell in with some offi- 
cers of the United States supply 
steamer Ajax on which they worked 
their passage tu Sydney. This time 
(hey worked, fearing there might be 
other islands at which a steamer 
would call if they didn't. 



CAUGHT SMUGGLING 

OPIUM FROM VICTORIA 



Fireman and Two Stowaways of the 
Steamer Governor Are Placed 
Under Arrest 


When the- steamer Governor, which 
left Victoria on Saturday, readied San 
Francisco on Monday three men caught 
in tlie aet of smuggling opium ashore 
from the vessel were arrested by cus- 
tutn inspectors soon after tho vessel 
reached her dock at the Golden Gate. 
They are William .1. AlcCtlllen, a lire- 
man on the steamer and two stow- 
aways giving the names of Charles 
Swanson and Arthur Jones. For some 
time large quantities of the drug with- 
out the official seal have been found 
Chinatown.

They were tak- 
en before Collector Straiten and 
charged with smuggling.

UNITED STATES CRUISER 
CAREENS IN DRYD0CK 



Colorado Tips Over Alarmingly at 
Bremerton When Being Floated 
From Dock 

The United States cruiser Colorado 
almost tipped over when being floated 
from tho "Bremerton naval dock on 
Monday. A heavy list to port which 
developed when the dock was being 
filled, caused considerable difficulty 
In floating the cruiser. Fifteen feet 
of water was taken into the dock. A 
close examination of the hull was 
made to ascertain whether or not any 
ot the newly adjusted plates leaked. 
The examination led the officers to 
believe that everything was satisfac- 
tory', and water was' iulo'wed to conic 
Into the dock. As the' ship lifted from 
the keel blocks , she sank, on - her port 
side, ^ ■ • ' 

Every movable object of any weight 
on tho cruiser's decks was moved to 
the other side, and tlio ship's company 
was ordered to standi on that side, of 
tho ship. This did hot help matters 
much. The water was shut off and 
an attempt was made to determine 
where the trouble was. 

An hour later the ship was still in 
a dangerous position, and the tide 
had begun to run out. With the ves- 
sel off the keel blocks it was neces- 
sary to get the ship out at once or 
serious injury to the hull or tho dock 
might have occurred with the drop- 
ping of the tide. 

A line was passed to the yard tug 
Pawtucket and the cruiser, careening 
from side to side, was towed Into deep 
water. As tlio ship did not right her- 
self when In deep water, she was 
moored at pier (i. A diver will be 
sent down to examine the hull. It Is 
thought that one of the new plate* 
on tho port side leaks, and that it can 
be repaired out ot the (lock.

In view of the present glutted con- 
dition of the nmrkct it is not believed 
that this cessation of work vVlll entail 
heavy damages to the employers. It Is 
not felt here that the strike will last 
long for card-room workers are expect- 
ed soon to take a second ballot and 
agree to the 5 per cent deduction In 
wages which .already has been accept- 
ed by tho spinners.

SEARCHING FOR GOAL 
OENEATHMNCOUVER 

Council. Will Set Bylaw Before 
Ratepayers Giving Right 
to Bore 



Vancouver, Sept. 22. — Acting City 
Solicitor Kennedy reported to the city 
council last night that the board hud 
no right to grant permission to George 
Asko and his associates to prospect 
or mine for coal under the streets and 
lanes of West Falrvlew. A careful ex- 
amination of tho records in the ease 
showed that the Crown grants for that 
section had all been made before tho 
reservation of mineral rights had been 
the established rule. Under these cir- 
cumstances the owners of the land 
wero absolute owners of any under- 
lying seams of coal, and the city had 
the rights under tho streets and lanes. 
The only way these civic rights could 
he alienated to others was by the pass- 
age of a bylaw by the electorate. 

After this opinion was given Aid. 
Macmlllan said lie thought that the 
authorities should do everything in 
their power to assist in the develop- 
ment of coal production within ' tho 
city limits. For this reason he asked 
that the solicitor be Instructed to draft 
a bylaw giving rights for prospecting 
for coal under the city streets, to bo 
submitted to the electorate next Janu- 
ary. 

Aid. Calland asked why it was not 
possible for the eoal syndicate to start 
Its borings on private property rather 
than on the city streets. Aid. Mc- 
Spadden also advised that the council 
move with caution in the matter. 

3Ir. Aske stated that the find of eoal 
in Fair View was genuine. Several, ex- 
perts had seen the surface deposits, 
and recently tho representative of the 
Dominion department had gone over 
tho ground, and stated that he believed 
the outcropping indicated a continu- 
ation of the Nanalmo seams. 

After some discussion the motion 
was passed to havo tho solicitor pro- 
pare a bylaw granting tho requested 
permission, to be voted on by the rate- 
payers.

HERRING FISHERMEN 



Little Fleet Obliged to Run For 
Shelter From Point Grey 
Grounds 



Vancouver, Kept. 22. — With gear 
missing and sails tattered, the herring 
fleet came into port in the early hours 
of this m'oruing, reporting half a gale 
out In the gulf. 

Most of the white fishermen at this 
time of the year lish for herring off 
Point • Grey,; and the* westerly galo 
which hit the Gull" shortly after 8 
o'clock last night, blow hard until 
morning. ' Tho "boats had warning of 
what was coming and most ot tho 
men hauled their nits aboard and 
made preparations to ride out tho 
storm. They were on n lee shore, 
however and had difficulty working off, 
a sailing sloop mid a gasoline boat 
eventually going ashore. The majority 
of the men managed to beat out until 
they got sea room, and then squared 
away for port, bui the wind was so 
high that they wero in danger of 
driving light under. 

Kails were double-roofed, hut even 
at thai the boats were "burying." and 
in addition to the reel's, peaks had to 
be dropped before the fleet made good 
weather of it. 

One little schooner had her sails 
blown to ribbons, and it was a tired 

crowd of fishermen that finally landed 
at Billingsgate, the fishmarket on 
Cook's Slip. 

So far tho only mishap to the tow- 
ing fleet happened to the tug linr- 
rard, which was taking some plies 
from False Greek to Canoo Pass. She 
was caught in tho blow, and the piles 
broke adrift in English Bay. They, 
of course, can easily be recovered. 

The tugs {hat make their head- 
quarters at Gore avenue wore all in 
to^ay -with, the exception of tho Ca- 
nadian. Captain Wilbur, This boat, 
however, has gone up the inlet. At 
Heatlcy avenue, Captain Morrison re- 
ported all the bouts safe, the Leroy 
bringing in a boom safe and leaving 
later for Bute Inlet.

In these classes the aim is uniform- 
ity and regularity and the little ones 
are not required or encouraged to do 
fine work, lit the Intermediate grade, 
however, where sewing is added to 
tho hemming tho stitches must bo 
small. The dainty lace bordered hand- 
kerchiefs and the carefully made 
aprons show that "ease and skill are 
being acquired. In the senior grade 
all the ordinary stitches are taught 
and the diploma cards of June, 1008, 
are exhibited to show what had alien 
boon accomplished. The neat pieces 
of work show that all the stitches used 
in plain sewing have been learned. 
These include darning, feather stitch- 
ing and herring boning.

Rhode," made an easy win in 
that class, and after capturing the blue 
ribbon in the first event again carried 
off premier honors in this. 

"The best team 1 have seen any- 
where," Is the way Judge Spark describ- 
ed the two magnificent animals, the 
finest, certainly, of their class over 
shown on this coast. Mr. O'Neal also 
took second prize with "Charley" and 
"Sir Thomas." 

It was In the Hunter class that Hie 
greatest interest was manifested by tin:

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BUT FEW CHANGES IN 
THE PRODUCE MARKET 

The Local Demand Continues 
Steady For all the Staple 
Lines 



The advent of the fair has resulted 
in no Increased activity in the local 
produce market which rules quiet 
with the customary steady demand 
hue price 'changes have been few, in 
fact there has been no change in 
values since last week. In the fruit 
market prices rule at last week's 
level. Apples of locul varieties are 
coming in In liberal quantities, are 
well packed and graded, and meet 
with ready sale at from SI to $1.75 
per bo.\. Local grown pears arc also 
making a much better showing as re- 
gards packing and grading. In fact, 
both in apples and pears the care 
shown by growers is manifest. Pears 
are retailing at from $1 to $1.75 per 
box. Local plums are also still on 
the market, of good quality, though 
the season is about at an end. From 
seventy-five cents to $1 per crate are 
the prices asked. 

Butter still remains remarkably 
firm though prices are unchanged at 
last week's level. ISggs are very lirm 
and the strictly fresh article Is 
scarce. Bes,t quality eggs are bring- 
ing 45 cents per dozen while eastern 
product is selling at 35 cents per 
dozen. 

In the vegetable line there has been 
some change In prices. Potatoes are 
somewhat easier at $1 to $1.26 per 
sack. Heavy shipments have been 
made from the Frascr river section 
and Chiiliwack and the tuber is of 
excellent siise and quality. Tomatoes 
are also cheap, large arrivals having 
reached this market. They retail at 
!i5c per box. Green peas are now 
off the market, but there are some, 
beans offering at last week's prices, 
four pounds for 25o. Onions are also 
cheap, now selling at eight pounds for 
-5c, compared with six pounds for the 
same figure two weeks ago. There 
are a few California vegetables on the 
local market. Egg plant sells at llvc- 
.jn and fifteen cents each, according 
to size, and artichokes at Jl per dozen, 
while sweet potatoes are unchanged 
at four pounds for 25c. 

With the exception of oats, of which 
shipments of the new crop have been 
large, there has been little change in 
the Hour and feed section, and while 
the demand continues steady, prices 
are the same.

Cause Collapse in Stock Prices 
to Influence the Political 
Situation 



New York, Sept. 22.— The disorder 
of the transactions ut the stock ex- 
change today, during the demoralized 
break in prices, was not greater than 
the excessive confusion and contra- 
diction of tho opinions held as to the 
cause of the collapse. That it was 
proof or tlie fictitious and excessive 
nature of the previous advance was 
agreed to without dispute. There has 
been general admission of this fact, 
however, for weeks past, and also gen- 
eral agreement as to the responsibility 
of groups of powerful capitalists for 
tho advance. 

Tho sensational collapse which 
prices have undergone lias not altered 
tne conviction as to the source of the 
operations which advanced them pre- 
viously, but the motives which 
prompted the abandonment of tin- 
previous position offer a subject for 
tho most divergent opinions. The re- 
cent tone of the political campaign 
and the sensation created by the 
Archbold and Foraker correspondence 
lias shaken confkloncc among capital- 
ists. 

In connection with this element of 
tho situation there was openly ex- 
pressed suspicion on the stock ex- 
change floor Unit the disorder in tho 
market -was a deliberate purpose of 
tin- forces which had fostered the 
previous advance with the object of 
pointing a warning of the dangers to 
be apprehended from a revival of 
political activity against corporations 
and wealth. 

Sales of upwards of a hundred thou- 
sand shares in today's market Were 
ascribed to brokers who have had the 
largest share in executing the orders 
Which carried forward the advance in 
prices. With the market seemingly 
lacking all support, tho bears operated 
very recklessly, and their buying to 
cover shorts towards the end of the 
day was on an enormous scale. The 
violet recovery thus caused galas for 
tho day in not a few instances, and 
materially altered tlie whole appear- 
ance of tho earlier losses. The clos- 
ing tone was feverish and excited, 
with the shorts still covering heavily. 

Bonds were weak. U. S. bonds un- 
changed on call.

tative men and. sir, we are 
very proud of the men who have been 
sent out by the societies in question. 
(A pplause.) 

And we are not only, sir, proud of 
them from a technical standpoint, hut 
wo are also proud of them I'm- tlie way 
in which they have stood this ardu- 
ous Journey across this continent. 
(Applause and laughter). For nearly 
.-ill of them have Rood physique, while 
it has only been the extremists who 
have been al all knocked out during 
our trip. (Hear, hoar). But on the 
other band, it must be admitted that 
tin- moderate men have got through it 
all remarkably well. 

"In addition, sir. to those excursion? 
which have their peculiar usefulnesses 
we find that we are abb- to accomplish 
mucli good work for the governments 
of I be various provinces, as well as 
for tin- Dominion government In our 
capacity us advisers. 

Have Given Counsel. 
"Tho Hon. Mr Tonipleman has asked 
for counsel at various times from tills 
institute, and on these occasions we 
j have appointed committees composed 
I of our very best and most experienced 
| men for the purpose of giving this 
advice. (Hoar, hoar). While in tho 
province of Ontario l he same condi- 
| lions exist, and when we were reor- 
I ganlzlng our mining commission, the 
I members of this Institute were called 
| upon to give advice. (Applause). 
While we huvo performed tlie same 
kind of -service in the province 
of Quebec. (Hear, hear). In 
point of fact the minister of 
mines of that province sent his super- 
intendent of mines across the contin- 
ent with us. ami told us lo educate 
him on the trip over.

tion with our publications. (Applause). 
And as It is difficult for our secretary, 
from a considerable distance, to induce 
leading men to write papers, our of- 
ficers in these branches are able to 
prevail upon these men to write up 
paiier.s on divers subjects, in which 
way, we very often succeed in obtain- 
ing papers of very great importance 
indeed. (Applause), And so, 1 think, 
sir, that the work which we are doing 
in these various fields, is work of 
eminent importance to the mineral 
industry of the whole Dominion of 
Canada, while we hope and have every 
confidence, thut It will become more 
important and still more important, as 
time goes on. (Applause). I have tak- 
en up much more of your lime than 1 
intended to take, and 1 will content 
myself with again thanking your 
premier for the very hearty welcome 
to the province of British Columbia 
that he has so kindly and in such 
felicitous terms extended to us all." 
(Urcat applause). 

English Delegate. 
Mr. Hodges — "I take great pleasure 
In calling upon Mr. Wm. Frecheville, 
past president of the Institution of 
.Mining and of Metallurgy, of London, 
Lug., to speak for the guests and kin- 
dred institutes." 

Mr. Frecheville In responding said 
that in the very first place he desired, 
on behalf of the guests, to thank the 
('. M. Institute most cordially for their 
good offices, and to add that they had 
formed the. highest opinion of the 
members, whom they had met upon 
this eventful trip. Tho Dominion 
government and the various provincial 
governments had spared no effort to 
place all the information which was 
in their possession upon all these sub- 
jects at their disposition, and every- 
thing which possibly could be done 
to enable them to form a fairly ac-. 
curate as well as truthful estimate of 
the mineral resources of Canada. 
(Applause). And lie for his part could 
imagine no more fair nor legitimate 
way of drawing public and skilled at- 
tention to these most Important re- 
sources. (Applause). While the of- 
ficials, Dr. Miller, the president; Mr. 
H. Mortimer Lamb, the secretary, and 
Mr. J. Stevenson Brown, the treasurer, 
had done everything they coulci to 
make them all as comfortable as pos- 
sible. It would not be lit, he continued, 
for me, with my very short acquaint- 
ance with the mineral resources of 
Canada, to say much In detail about 
them; although we have certainly had 
an unique opportunity for obtaining a 
tdrd's eye view of what is 'going on 
in this great field of activity. (Hear, 
hear). Mr. Lamb lias however pressed 
me to give to you the Impressions 
which I have gathered on this trip, and 
1 will do so. 

"Speaking hrondly, sir, we have 
come through a narrow belt of some 
4,000 miles in length, extending from 
Sydney In the east, on tho Atlantic, to 
this city of Victoria, on the Pacific, 
and wo have seen hero and there upon 
our long journey successful mineral 
enterprises springing up. (Applause); 
This belt is not a broad one, while 
away back in and up to the northwards 
extends a vast country about which 
very little indeed is yet known in re- 
gard to its mineral resources. But I 
think, sir, that I am making a pretty 
safe forecast if I say that tho present 
probabilities are all in favor of im- 
portant mineral discoveries being 
pushed, year after year, and steadily, 
farther and farther back into this 
great northern country. (Applause). 
We have, sir, seen this country under 
a bright summer's sun, and there is no 
doubt another side to this fair picture, 
but as we all well know and as miners 
all know, the miner and the prospector 
never so much as thinks of extremes in 
climate provided that his mineral dis- 
coveries can be developed at a fair 
profit. (Applause). 

"it is not for me, sir, to specify 
where and when future mineral dis- 
coveries may be made, hut I think you 
will all agree witli me when I say that 
on tin- showing which WO now have 
we an- amply justified in looking for- 
ward to the future growth, develop- 
ment and extension of the mineral 
industry of Canada, in a spirit of the 
most cheerful optimism. (Great ap- 
plause). 

"In conclusion, sir, I will seize upon 
the present opportunity on behalf of 
tlie guests to tender our most sincere 
and heartfelt thanks to all who have 
been concerned in affording us this 
splendid opportunity for participating 
in this most instructive as well as 
most successful trip.
